At  12  meridiao  of  this  day,  the  SoDatora  whose  terms  of  office  had  not 
expired,  together  with  those  elected  at  the  late  general  electioos  for  members 
of  the  Legislature,  conyened  in  the  Senate  Chamber  in  obedience  to  the  pro- 
elamation  of  his  Excellency  the  Goyemor. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Mr.  Db  TREYILLR,  Senator  from  St.  Helena^  the 
Hon.  F.  J.  MOSES,  Senator  from  Claremont,  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  following  Proclamation  of  his  Excellency  the  Oovernor  was  then  read 
by  the  Clerk :

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did,  by  an  act  passed  and  ap- 
proved on  the  twenty-third  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  enaet,  "that  the  Electors  of  President 
and  Vice  President  shall  be  appointed  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first 
Monday  in  November  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  to  be  appointed  :" 

And  whereas  the  existing  Jaw  of  thb  State  provides  that  the  Electors  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Legislature  : 

And  whereas  the  Legislature  of  this  State  will  not  be  in  regular  session  at 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  aforesaid  act  for  the  appointment  of  Electors : 
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Therefore,  bo  it  known,  that  I,  JOHN  H.  MEANS,  Governor  in  and  over 
this  State,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution,  author- 
izing the  Governor,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  to  convene  the  General  As- 
senbly,  do  issue  this  my  Proclamation,  calling  upon  and  requesting  the 
Senators  of  the  General  Assembly,  whose  terms  of  office  have  not  ex- 
pired, and  those  who  have  been  now  recently  elected,  and  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives  who  have  also  been  now  recently  elected,  to  con> 
V  ne  in  Columbia,  on  the  First  Monday  in  November  next  ensuing,  that 
they  may  be  present  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  said  Tues- 
day next  after  the  first  said  Monday,  to  appoint  Electors  of  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  Congress 
aforesaid. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  State  aforesaid,  at  Columbia,  the 
14th  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 

[l.  8.]  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  in  the  seventy-seventh  year  of  the  In- 
dependence of  the  United  States  of  America.

When  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  was  called,  the  Hon.  R.  F.  W.  ALLSTON 
nformed  the  Senate  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections,  appointing  managers  and  establishing  places  for  the  last  general 
election  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  omitted  to  provide  for  an  election  for 
Senator,  although  the  term  of  the  former  incumbent  had  expired.  Thai 
upon  being  informed  of  this  fact,  he  had  taken  counsel  of  the  Attorney  Ge- 
neral and  Solicitor  of  Eastern  Circuit,  and  pursuant  to  the  opinion  of  this 
officer,  had  forwarded  to  the  managers  a  paper,  setting  forth  that  in  the  view 
held  by  them,  from  an  examination*  of  the  ConsUtution,  the  election  should 
be  held,  and  it  was  held  accordin^y. 

The  Senator  elect  from  St.  Peter's,  the  Hon.  A.  M.  RUTH,  then  ap* 
peared  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified. 

Mr.  DbTREYILLE  offered  the  following  Resolution  : 

Whereas,  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  it  is  provided  that  the  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  members  to  be 
chosen  for  four  years  by  citizens  of  the  State  entitled  to  vote.  And  whereas^ 
in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,  made  at  the  last 
Session,  an  election  for  one  Senator  of  the  Election  District  of  St.  Peter's 
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was,  by  aooideot,  not  ordered;  but,  notwithstaoding,  tbe  Managers  of 
Election  for  that  District  did  bold  an  election  in  that  District,  at  the  usual 
times  and  places,  and  have  retomed  Abraham  Ruth  as  haring  been  duly 
elected  Senator.    Therefore 

Resolved,  That  said  election  was  properly  held,  and  that  said  Abbaham 
Ruth  is  entitled  to  hold  hb  seat  for  the  next  four  years  as  the  Senator  of  that 
Election  District. 

The  consideration  of  the  Resolution  was  temporarily  suspended,  and  the 
qualifying  of  the  Senator  elect  from  St.  Peter's  was  also  postponed  for  the 
present. 

The  late  President  of  the  Senate  informed  this  body  that,  since  the  last 
Session,  he  had  received  the  resignation  of  the  Hon.  Wh.  Irbt,  Senator  from 
Laurens,  and  had  issued  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Whereupon 
the  Hon.  P.  L.  Calhoun,  Senator  elect  from  Laurens,  appeared  at  the  Clerk's 
desk,  presented  his  credentials,  the  oaths  were  administered,  and  he  took  his 
seat. 

The  Senate  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  Resolution  referring  to  the 
election  from  St.  Peter's,  and  the  same  was  agreed  to,  and  tbe  Hon.  A.  M. 
Ruth,  Senator  elect  from  St.  Peter's,  appeared  at  the  Clerk's  desk,  presented 
his  credentials,  the  oaths  were  administered,  and  he  took  his  seat. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  President,  and,  upon  countmg  the 
same,  it  appeared  that  the  Hon.  R.  F.  W.  Allston,  Senator  from  Prince 
George,  Winyaw,  President  of  the  last  Senate,  was  unanimously  chosen. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  WITHERSPOON,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  President  elect,  inform  him  of  his  election,  and  conduct  him  to  the 
chair. 

Messrs.  Withebspoon  and  Adams  were  appointed  the  Committee,  who 
immediately  performed  the  duty,  and  the  President  assumed  the  chair,  and 
addressed  tbe  Senate  as  follows: 

I  accept,  with  lively  sensibility,  the  honor  which  you  have  conferred  anew 
by  appointing  me  to  the  chair  of  this  honorable  body.  I  will  construe  this 
evidence  of  your  favorable  regard  into  an  earnest  of  future  support  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  ftie. 

It  shall  bo  my  constant  aim  and  endeavor  to  perform  those  duties  &ithfuUy, 
impartially,  and  firmly,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  If,  in  doing  so,  I  fall  short 
of  your  expectations,  let  the  failure  be  ascribed  not  to  my  will,  but  rather  to 
bfirmity  inseparable  from  my  nature. 

You  will  adopt  a  system  of  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate.  Those 
roles  it  will  be  my  study  to  understand,  in  order  to  apply  them,  as  it  will 
doubtless  be  the  pleasure  of  every  member  to  become  familiar  with  and  to 
abide  by  them.  • 

Let  us  not  dispense  with  forms  as  useless.    The  observance  of  them  is  as 
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Deeessary  to  the  prompt,  aocnnte,  and  agreeable  despati^h  of  btteioess  as  it  10 
to  the  grateful  mteroourse  and  gentle  courtesies  of  society. 

Gentlemen,  I  trust  we  meet  with  minds  willing  to  unite  in  counsel  and 
harmonize  in  action  for  the  common  weal — intent  to  develop  more  fully  the 
resouroes  of  the  State — to  promote  the  education  and  training  of  her  youth— 
to  secure  the  industry  and  wealth  of  her  people — to  cultivate  the  elements  of 
moral  power  and  prosperous  happiness. 

Let  there  be  cherished  amongst  us  no  latent  spark  of  bitterness,  which  may 
blaze  up  at  some  unpropitious  moment,  and  mar  the  promise  of  our  peaceful 
progress. 

Two  years  ago,  the  walls  of  this  Obamber  were  clad  in  mourning  for  the 
death  of  our  lamented  Calhoun.  Hecently,  both  of  hif*  distinguished  compeers 
have  passed  away,  who  constituted,  with  him,  so  remarkable  a  trio  in  the 
Federal  Council — individually  great  in  influence,  in  intellectual  achievement, 
in  intimate  association  with  the  history  of  their  country. 

From  their  school  of  politics,  differing  widely  as  we  do,  yet  the  personal 
feelings  which  that  difference  may  have  engendered  we  can  lay  down  on  the 
graves  where  they  sleep  and  do  reverence  to  their  genius,  rendering  the 
homage  of  our  reqpeot  for  those  eminent  characteristic  abilities  which  they 
possessed,  and  which  have  so  often  called  forth  in  conflict  the  highest  powers 
of  our  own  cherished  statesman. 

We  are  about  proceeding  to  the  business  of  the  Sessions.  May  that 
Almighty  Power,  from  whom  all  good  counsels  do  proceed,  watch  over  and 
guide  our  deliberations,  control  and  mould  our  action,  for  the  honor  and 
welfiire  of  the  State.

On  motion  of  Mr.  CARN,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  his 
Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Senate  had  met,  and,  a 
quorum  being  present,  had  been  organized,  and  was  ready  to  proceed  to 
business. 

Messrs.  Cabn  and  Evins  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

Mr.  MOSES  moved  the  following  Resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  by  the  regular 
Session  a  map,  from  wood  impression,  of  the  Districts  of  the  State,  on  a  small 
scale,  one  copy  for  each  member,  at  the  cost  of  not  ovef  fifty  dollars. 

Mr.  ADAMS  offered  the  following  Resolutions 
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Sf  solved,  That  Messrs.  Johnston  k  Cavis  be  appointed  printers  of  the 
Senate  for  this  Extra  Session. 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee  of  Three  be  forthwith  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  to  receive  proposals  for  the  printing  of  the  Senate,  and  that  said 
Committee  submit  their  Beport  at  the  opening  of  the  enstung  regular  Session. 

The  Resolutions  were  agreed  to,  and,  pursuant  to  the  last  Resolution,  the 
President  appointed  Messrs.  Adams,  Manning,  and  Bbookman  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  the  reporter  for  the  South  Carolinian  newspaper 
was  permitted  to  have  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  Chamber. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  BUCHANAN,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  delivered  orally  to  that  House  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  to 
the  effect  that,  pursuant  to  the  Proclamation  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 
the  Senate  had  met,  and  had  been  organized  by  electing  the  Hon.  R.  F.  W. 
Allston  President,  Wm.  E.  Martin  Clerk,  John  T.  Qoodwtn  Reading 
Cerk,  and  was  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  CARN,  from  the  Committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to 
wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  reported  that  his  Excellency  hsd  informed 
the  Committee  that  he  would  be  prepared  to  communicate  forthwith. 

Message  No.  1  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  was  then  immediately 
communicated  to  the  Senate,  and,  having  been  read  by  the  Private  Secretary 
of  the  Governor,  the  Message  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  that  the 
usual  number,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  should  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  WITHERSPOON,  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed 
to  nominate  Electors  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  asking  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  similar  Committee,  to  meet  the  Committee  of  the  Senate. 

Messrs.  Withsrspoon,  Mosss,  Buchanan,  Carew,  Evins,  Powe,  Grivfdt 
and  PoRTiR  were  appointed  the  Conmiittee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  a 
message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  accordingly. 

Mr.  CARN  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  be  adjourned  sine  die  on  Tuesday, 
the  2d  day  of  November  instant. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  it  was  ordered  that  when  the  Senate  adjourn 
it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  WITHERSPOON,  the  Senate,  at  twenty-five  minutes 
to  8  P.  M.,  suspended  business  until  6  o'clock  P.  M.

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  be  authorized  to  issue  to  the 
Librarian  a  Pay  Bill  for  the  per  diem  pay  allowed  a  member,  as  oompeosa- 
tion  to  said  Librarian  for  his  services  during  the  present  Session. 

The  Bcsolution  was  concurred  in,  and  ordered  to  be  returned  to  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

Mr.  ADAMS,  from  the  Committee  to  count  the  votes  for  Electors  of 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  reported  the  foUowing 
gentlemen  duly  elected :

A  Message  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  having  reference  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  Clat  and  Mr.  Webster,  was  received  by  the  Senate,  and  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  House  of  Representatives  sent  to  the  Senate  the  following  Resolutions: 

Be  it  unanimously  resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Caro- 
lina deplores  the  bereavements  which  have  fallen  upon  the  Confederacy  at 
large  in  the  decease  of  those  illustrious  citizens  and  eminent  orators  and 
statesmen,  Henrt  Clat  and  Daniel  Webster  ;  and  that  whilst  w  e  have 
recalled  to  us  the  memory  of  sorrows  nearer  home,  it  but  adds  to  the  poig- 
nancy of  our  grief  to  know  that  others  mourn  as  we  have  mourned. 

Unanimously  resolved.  That  we  offer,  with  fraternal  feelings,  our  con- 
dolence to  our  co-States  of  the  Union  on  this  sorrowful  occasion,  and  more  par- 
ticularly do  we  tender  it  to  the  Commonwealths  of  Kentucky  and  Massachusetts. 

Unanimously  resolved.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested 
to  communicate  a  copy  of  his  Message  to  the  General  Assembly,  together 
with  the  foregoing  resolutions,  to  the  Executives  of  Kentucky  and  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  Resolutions  being  before  the  Senate  for  consideration,  it  was  moved 
and  adopted  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  asking 
leave  of  that  House  to  amend  the  Resolutions,  by  striking  out  the  words

The  Resolutions  were  concurred  in,  and  ordered  to  be  returned  to  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  a  Message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Rep* 
resentatives,  informing  that  House  that  the  Senate  had  disposed  of  the 
special  business  before  it,  and  was  now  ready  to  adjourn  Sine  Die, 

Immediately  thereafter  a  similar  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
RepresenUtives ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  WITHERSPOON,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn.

MESSAGE  WO.l. 

ExEOUTivs  Department, 
Columbia,  November  23, 1852. 
VenHemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  lUpresentatives  : 

Another  year  has  rolled  around,  and  brought  the  day,  when,  as  Representa- 
tives of  the  People,  you  have  assembled  together  to  deliberate  upon  the 
affairs  of  the  Commonwealth.  And  before  I  proceed  to  treat  of  the  subjects 
which,  for  the  good  of  our  State,  I  may  deem  proper  to  bring  to  your  at- 
tention, permit  me  earnestly  to  request  that  you  will  join  me  in  rendering 
heartfelt  thanks  and  praises  to  Almighty  Qod,  for  the  many  and  undeserved 
tnerdies  bestowed  upon  us  as  a  People  during  the  past  year.  Although  some 
portion  of  our  State  has  trembled  beneath  the  scourge  of  the  "  Pestilence, 
which  walketh  in  darkness  and  wasteth  by  noonday,"  yet  we  have  cause  for 
thankfulness  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  enjoy,  in  other  portions,  more 
than  a  usual  degree  of  health ;  and  although  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  devastation  4md  ruin  which  marked  the  track  of  the  late  disas- 
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irons  and  unprecedented  flood,  jet  wbcrever  its  desolating  effects  were  not 
felt,  a  rich  and  abundant  harvest  will  reward  the  labor  of  the  husbandman. 

Terrible  as  has  been  the  blow  to  the  prosperity  of  our  State,  by  the  de- 
structioQ  of  crops  and  bridges  on  our  water-courses,  and  as  deeply  as  we 
sympathize  with  those  of  our  fellow-citizens  who  have  suffered,  yet  we  are 
bound  to  bow  submissively  to  the  afflicting  rod  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and 
render  to  him  the  homage  of  grateful  hearts  for  whatever  mercies  He  haei 
seen  fit,  in  His  wisdom  and  goodneds,  to  vouchsafe  to  us,  his  dependant  crea- 
tures. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  same  flourishing  condition  of 
our  different  Institutions  of  Learning,  noticed  in  my  last  Annual  Message, 
still  continues.  The  South  Carolina  College,  under  the  judicious  and  ener- 
getic management  of  its  able  President,  is  still  progressing  in  its  onward 
course  of  usefulness.  To  the  already  able  and  efficient  Corps  of  Professors, 
has  been  added  during  the  past  year  the  services  of  Dr.  Reynolds,  whose 
high  character,  devoted  piety,  and  elegant  erudition,  aniply  qualify  him  for 
the  exalted  station  to  woich  he  has  been  called,  and  which  he  has  thus  far 
filled  with  honor  to  himself,  and  usefulness  to  the  Institution. 

The  Military  Academies  still  give  evidence  of  increasing  usefulness,  and 
bid  fair  to  stand  as  enduring  monuments  of  the  wisdom  and  munificence  of 
the  State,  in  establishing  so  enlightened  a  plan  of  eleemosynary  education. 
The  studiesat  the  Citadel  were  suspended  during  a  part  of  the  past  summer 
and  fall,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever ;  but  in  future 
steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent  the  disbanding  of  the  Corps,  by  encamping  in 
some  healthy  region,  in  case  this  epidemic  should  asain  visit  the  city.  The 
addition  to  the  Arsenal,  ordered  by  the  last  Legislature,  is  completed,  and, 
with  the  former  building,  will  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  all 
the  Fourth  Class,  (say  from  ninety  to  one  hundred.) 

The  last  Legislature  authorized  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Carolina  Col- 
lege to  build  a  Chapel,  provided  they  did  not  call  upon  it  for  more  than  $10,- 
000.  This  building,  so  much  needed,  has  been  contracted  for  by  the  Trus- 
tees at  $22,000,  and  will  be  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  1,600  persons. 
The  Trustees  have  paid  $4,000,  (the  first  instalment,)  out  of  the  Tuition 
Fund,  and  have  contracted  to  pay  $10,000  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Legislature,  and  the  balance  when  the  building  is  completed.  You  will  per- 
ceive from  this  statement  that  the  Legislature  will  be  only  called  upon  for  the 
sum  which  it  authorized  the  Trustees  to  use.  As  no  appropriation  was 
made  for  this  purpose,  and  as  the  Trustees,  acting  under  the  authority  given 
them  by  the  Legislature,  have  contracted  for  the  payment  of  that  sum  after 
your  adjournment,  I  recommend  that  at  the  present  Session  you  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  meet  this  call. 

Before  I  leave  the  subject  of  these  your  cherished  Institutions  of  learn- 
ing— the  one  which  has  given  to  your  history  some  of  its  brightest  names, 
and  the  other,  which,  although  but  in  its  infancy,  begins  to  show  its  practical 
utility  by  giving  to  the  State  the  services  of  well-educated  gentlemen,  who, 
but  for  its  munificence,  might  have  grovelled  forever  in  obscurity-*— permit  mo 
earnestly  to  invoke  for  them  a  continuance  of  your  care  and  liberality. 

I  have  endeavored,  during  the  past  summer,  to  inform  myself 
thoroughly  upon  the  subject  of  our  Free  School  System;  but  from  the 
want  of  interest  generally  manifested,  I  have  been  able  to  collect  but  little 
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infonnation.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  belief  that  it  works  badly,  except 
in  the  large  citie?.  Conducted  as  they  are  in  the  country,  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  pronounce  it  an  almost  useless  expenditure  of  the  public  fund ;  yet  I  am 
far  from  being  willing  to  recommend  a  discontinuance  of  the  appropriation. 
The  object  of  extending  the  blessings  of  education  to  the  poor  is  too  just  and 
noble  a  one  to  be  abandoned.  In  some  of  the  older  States,  more  densely  pop- 
ulated than  our  own,  beneficial  results  have  been  seen  from  it.  I  am  sure 
the  system  could  be  so  altered  and  improved  as  to  work  well  with  us.  But 
to  do  this  it  would  require  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject ;  and  it  ap- 
pears to  me  that  the  onlv  way  in  which  you  could  obtain  that  knowledge, 
would  be  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  suitable  and  competent  per- 
son to  travel  over  the  State  for  a  year,  and  notice  the  manner  of  its  opera- 
tions, point  out  its  defects,  and  suggest  improvements.  To  do  this,  it  must 
be  made  the  specific  duty  of  some  one  to  collect  this  information ;  pay  him  for 
it,  and  require  a  strict  performance  of  it  at  his  hands.  I  feel  more  certain 
of  the  propriety  of  this  recommendation,  inasmuch  as  I  am  sustained  in  it 
by  high, authority.  One  of  my  predecessors  called  upon  all  the  Commission- 
ers of  Free  Schools  to  make  reports  of  the  condition  of  them  in  their  re« 
spective  Districts,  and  to  suggest  such  alterations  and  improvements  as  they 
deemed  necessary.  These  reports  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Thorn- 
well  and  Bishop  Elliott,  who,  after  a  careful  examination  of  ihew^  recom- 
mended the  plan  which  I  have  done. 

The  Bank  of  the  State,  according  to  a  Beport  made  to  me  by  its  President, 
is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition.  The  capital  is  $100,000  more  than  last 
year.

which  is  about  9  per  cent,  on  its  capital. 

The  Charter  of  this  Bank  expires  in  1856.  The  short  time  it  has  to  run 
renders  it  proper  that  you  should  consider  the  question  of  its  re-charter  at 
this  Session.  I  think  there  are  many  reasons  why  it  should  be  re-chartered. 
This  Institution  has  proved  itself  to  be  highly  useful  and  safe  as  a  fiscal  agent  of 
the  State,  and  has  aided  materially  in  sustaining  our  people  during  the  severe 
monetary  crises  through  which  we  have  passed.  As  all  human  institutions 
are  imperfect,  no  doubt  but  some  instances  of  mismanagement  have  occurred 
in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs.  I  believe  that  tfie  only  mismanagement  that 
has  been  complained  of  is  an  over  indulgence  of  some  of  its  debtors.  ^  have 
not  been  able  to  learn,  however,  that  the  Bank  has  sustained  any  losses  from 
this  cause.  In  some  instances  a  long  indulgence  has  secured  the  final  pay- 
ment of  the  debt,  and  at  the  same  time  enabled  the  creditor  to  secure  a  com- 
petence to  his  family,  when  the  sudden  calling  in  of  the  debts  would  have 
resulted  in  heavy  losses  to  the  Bank,  and  brought  ruin  and  bankruptcy  upon 
the  debtor. 

It  is  much  more  creditable  to  the  management  of  this  Institution  that  it 
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sbonld  have  erred  in  this  particular,  than  that  it  should  have  proved  a  relent* 
less  creditor,  by  forcing  sales  of  property  at  a  ruinous  sacrifice.  If  any  real 
abuses  do  exist,  they  ought,  most  certainly,  to  be  reformed.  The  existence  of 
them  in  a  system  is  do  proof  that  they  are  incident  to  it,  or  that  the  system 
itself  is  a  bad  one. 

The  Charters  of  many  of  the  Private  Banks  are  about  to  expire ;  and  in  all 
probability  application  will  be  made  to  you  for  a  renewal  of  them.  Whatever 
may  be  thought  of  the  policy  of  the  Banking  System,  were  the  question  of 
its  introduction  amongst  us  for  the  first  time  made,  one  thing  is  certain,  it 
has  so  completely  interwoven  itself  into  all  our  habits  of  business,  that  to 
abandon  it  now  would  greatly  embarrass  the  eomraercial  interest,  and  proba- 
bly bring  ruin  on  the  country.  It  perhaps  would  be  wise  to  re-charter  them 
all ;  yet  some  check  ought  to  be  placed  upon  them.  I  know  of  no  other  bet- 
ter than  a  strong  Bank  of  the  State. 

Another  argument  in  favor  of  its  re-charter  is  the  amount  of  taxes  it 
saves  to  our  citizens.  During  the  past  year,  as  I  have  already  stated,  its 
profits  have  amounted  to  f  279J25,  which,  of  course,  has  relieved  our  people 
of  that  amount  of  taxation.  But,  above  all  other  reasons  why  yon  should 
renew  its  Charter,  the  fact  that  the  honor  of  the  State  is  pledged  to  it  should 
have  greater  influence  with  you  than  anything  else.  When  the  Fire  Loan 
Bonds  were  negotiated  in  England  by  Ex-Governor  McDuppib,  the  profits 
of  the  Bank  were  pledged  as  a  security  for  their  payment.*  Thus  it  would  ap- 
pear that  a  refusal  to  re-charter  this  Bank,  at  least  until  these  Bonds  are  liqui- 
dated, would  involve  a  violation  of  the  pledges,  affect  the  credit,  and  tarnish  the 
honor  of  the  State,  which  every  Carolinian  should  regard  as  sacred  as  his  own. 

Without  making  a  positive  recommendation  on  the  subject,  I  suggest  to 
you  the  propriety  of  considering  at  this  time  whether  it  would  not  b^  wise, 
under  existing  circumstances,  to  increase  the  capital  of  the  Bank  of  the  State. 
The  great  increase  of  all  kinds  of  business,  caused  by  our  Kailroads,  calls 
for  additional  Banking  Capital.  Some  of  the  large  manufacturing  establish- 
ments which  have  recently  sprung  up  amongst  us,  have  been  greatly  embar- 
rassed during  the  past  summer  for  the  want  of  Bank  accommodation.  In 
fact,  the  complaint  is  very  general  on  this  subject.  No  doubt  this  state  of 
things  will  produce  applications  for  charters  for  more  Banks.  No\^,  as  the 
Banking  system  has  proved  so  highly  profitable,  would  it  not  be  wise  to  ap-, 
propriate  a  large  portion  of  it  to  the  State,  and  thus  in  a  measure  free  our 
people  from  taxation.  t 

^ut  a  still  stronger  reason  for  an  increase,  is  to  give  it  the  power  of  acting 
as  a  check  upon  the  private  Banks.  They  are  certainly  much  to  be  dreaded, 
if  left  entirely  uncontrolled.  When  the  condition  of  the  country  is  prosper- 
ous, the  temptation  to  expand  their  currency,  and  thus  increase  their  profits, 
is  almost  irresistible.  Such  expansions  cause  all  kinds  of  property  to  assume 
a  fictitious  value,  and  the  whole  country  runs  riot  in  the  wildest  speculations. 
Scenes  of  great  distress  always  follow  such  periods  as  these,  and  is  generally 
hastened  and  rendered  still  more  terrible  by  the  sudden  calling  in  of  the  debts, 
and  the  contraction  of  the  currency.  In  fact  the  value  of  property  b  almost 
entirely  at  the  mercy  of  those  who  control  the  currency  of  the  country.  An 
expansion  always  runs  it  far  beyond  its  value,  and  a  contraction  far  below.

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Bven  tbe  price  of  onr  great  staple  can  be  affected  bj  tbe  Banks'  refbsiog  to 
lend  money  ft^ely,  and  thus  seriously  injure  the  planter. 

There  should  be  some  check  upon  this  immense,  this  fearful  power. 

I  know  that  great  fears  are  entertained  as  to  the  political  power  which  a 
strong  Bank  of  the  State  would  wield — but  these  are  rather  imaginary  than 
real,  if  you  will  reflect  that  it  will  be  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Legis- 
lature. Its  officers  are  elected  annually,  and  of  course  could  be  removed  if 
found  exerting*  any  influence  at  variance  with  the  true  interests  of  tbe  people. 
All  the  arguments  which  go  to  establish  our  fears  that  a  corrupting  influence 
might  be  exercised  upon  the  politics  of  the  country,  would  equally  apply  to 
private  Banks.  If  there  is  any  real  danger  of  such  influences  from  moneyed 
monopolies,  it  is  far  better  that  they  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  State, 
than  that  they  should  control  the  State.  The  Bank  of  the  State  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  Legislature,  while  the  private  Banks  are  perfectly  independ- 
ent of  it,  from  the  time  they  receive  their  charters,  until  they  expire. 

If  you,  in  your  wisdom,  should  deem  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  increase  the 
capital  of  the  Bank  of  the  State,  so  as  to  give  it  the  controlling  influence, 
prudence  requires  that  you  should  grant  no  charter  to  any  private  Bank  with 
a  capital  of  sufficient  size  to  give  such  influence  to  it.  No  Bank  should  be 
chartered  with  a  capital  beyond  a  million  of  doUars. 

The  Lunatic  Asylum,  that  charitable  Institution  so  creditable  to  the  hu- 
manity of  the  State,  demands  your  special  care  and  attention.  Justice  re- 
quires that  I  should  again  report  to  you  not  only  the  admirable  order  of  its 
arrangement,  but  the  devoted  attention  of  its  officers  to  the  delicate  and  la- 
borious duties  they  are  called  upon  to  perform. 

During  the  past  year  forty- four  (44)  new  patients  have  been  received,  thir- 
ty of  whom  are  pay  patients,  and  twenty-eight  of  those  heretofore  under  treat- 
ment have  been  dismissed,  either  entirely  cured  or  greatly  benefitted.  The 
buildings  are  now  not  only  full,  but  crowded.  I  was  particularly  struck  with 
the  want  of  room  in  the  enclosed  grounds.  They  are  altogether  too  much 
confined  either  for  the  comfort  ^f  the  patients,  or  the  degree  of  exercbe  which 
might  conduce  to  their  final  cure.  The  improvements  of  the  age  have  shown 
that  the  original  building  was  improperly  constructed ;  but  the  additions  which 
are  hereafter  made  can  be  done  in  accordance  with  those  improvements  wtiicn 
will  greatly  remedy  the  defect. 

If  the  Legislature  will  grant  a  further  appropriation,  it  is  proposed  to  enclose 
with  a  wall  four  acres  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  Asylum  on  the  east  side 
of  it,  and  erect  suitable  lAiildings  to  accommodate  the  female  patients.  For 
this  purpose  the  Regents,  Physician,  and  Superintendent  ask  an  appropriation 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars.  This  will  enable  them  better  to  provide  for  the 
reception  of  pay  patients,  which  will  greatly  relieve  the  State  of  the  bur- 
then of  the  Institution,  perhaps  to  a  sufficient  extent  even  to  reimburse  it 
for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation ;  as  for  the  want  of  such  accommodations 
many,  who  are  able  and  willing  to  pay  highest,  are  carried  to  other  Institt:- 
tions.  All  must  feel  it  to  be  the  duty  of  a  State  to  provide  for  that  unfor- 
tunate class  of  our  fellow  creatures  who  have  been  deprived  of  reason.  Tet 
none  can  feel  that  duty  with  the  degree  of  intensity  which  their  helpless  and 
deplorable  situation  demands,  but  those  who  have  been  brought  in  contact 
with  them.  I  am  sure,  if  you  all  could  be  eye  witnesses  to  their  sufferings, 
you  would  feel  yourselves  called  upon  by  every  consideration  of  humanity  and 
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Gbristiaiiiiy,  to  plaee  witbiii  their  rea<^  aH  the  means  that  science  has  dhcoT- 
ered  for  their  cure,  and  to  make  your  lostitntion  not  merely  a  prison  house, 
but  really  an  Asylum.  Those  who  have  watched  this  Institution  with  a  pa- 
ternal care,  and  have  no  interest  apart  from  its  good,  who  have  carefully  con- 
ttdered  its  wants,  ask  this  appropriation  at  your  hands.  I  tnist  you  wUl  not 
refuse  it. 

A  memorial  from  the  Directors  of  the  South  Carolina  Institute  is  herewith 
transmitted,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention.  This  Institute,  established  for 
the  encouragement  of  all  the  industrial  pursuits  of  the  country,  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1850.  One  fair  was  held  previous  to  its  in- 
corporation, and  two  sioee  that  time,  which  have  given  a  most  gratifying  evi- 
dence of  its  success  in  promoting  the  great  object  for  which  it  was  establish- 
ed. When  we  reflect  how  far  behind  our  State  has  been  in  the  great  race  of 
the  improvement  of  the  mechanic  arts,  the  exhibition  of  mechanical  skill  and 
ingenuity,  which  the  fairs  of  this  Institute  have  developed,  must  be  a  souree 
of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  every  one  who  has  the  real  interests  of  his  coun- 
try at  heart.  They  have  clearly  shown  that  there  was  no  want  of  talent  oc 
energy  on  the  part  of  our  mechanics,  bn^that  it  only  required  some  stimulant 
of  this  kind  to  spring  it  into  life.  These  exhibitions  are  common  to  all  those 
'  States  which  have  been  most  remarkable  for  their  improvements  in  the  me- 
chanic arts,  and  have  received  the  particular  patronage  of  their  Legislatures. 

This  Institution  has  been  established  by  the  private  enterprise  of  its  foun- 
ders, to  effect  a  groat  public  good  ;  and  while  it  reflects  credit  upon  their  pub- 
lic spirit,  deserves  your  patronage.  Since  it  was  founded,  th^  articles 
offered  for  exhibition  have  been  so  niunerous,  that  no  hall  <^an  be  found 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  contain  them.  The  necessity  ai  building  another 
has  induced  them  to  call  upon  you  for  aid  to  construct  it.  By  giving  this 
aid,  you  adopt  the  most  enlightened  plan  of  encouraging  all  the  industrial  pur« 
suits  of  the  country ;  but  more  particularly  the  mechanic  arts,  which  have 
heretofore  been  too  much  neglected.  Encourage  your  own  mechanics,  by 
bringing  the  results  of  their  talent  and  enterprise  into  notice,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  our  State  will  rival  any  other  in  useful  improvements.  Neglect  them, 
and  you  will  find  that  they  will  seek  some  more  favored  region,  where  their 
skill  will  be  appreciatted  and  rewarded. 

The  Attorney  General,  at  my  request,  has  drawn  up  a  report  on  the  subject 
of  Prisons  and  Prison  Discipline,  to  which  he  has  added  a  report  on  the  Crimi. 
nal  Law.  As  it  contains  much  valuable  information,  and  many  important  sug* 
gestions,  I  herewith  tiransmit,  and  invite  your  attention  to  it. 

Without  pretending  to  enter  fully  upon  the  subject,  I  will  state  a  few  rea- 
sons to  show  there  ought  to  be  a  change  in  the  management  of  Prisons,  and 
also  in  the  manner  of  executions. 

There  is  no  provision  made  for  the  separation  of  the  different  classes  of  pris- 
oners. The  youth  who  for  the  first  time  has  been  convicted  of  some  small 
offence,  and  upon  whom  the  punbhment  of  imprisonment  might  have  so  salu- 
tary an  effect  as  to  bring  about  his  reformation,  if  led  alone  to  the  workings 
of  his  own  conscience,  is  confined  with  the  hardened  felon,  and,  of  course, 
subjected  to  his  pernicious  influence.  The  debtor,  who  i»  perhaps  more 
nnibrtunate  than  criminal,  is  herded  with  the  felon  and  muraerer.  Good 
sensp,  as  well  as  justice  and  ^ood  taste,  revolt  at  this  state  of  things. 

A  change  ought  to  be  made  in  the  manner  of  Executions.    All  pMiG 
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ezeeutions  are  demondmog  to  the  commimitj,  and  iaH  to  prodoce  the  efihet 
upon  it  they  were  iDtended  to  produce.  A  morbid  curiositj  collects  thou- 
aandfl  together  to  witness  them,  and  when  the  criminal  is  brought  forth  for 
execution,  the  natural  sympathies  of  the  crowd  convert  him  into  a  h^ro  or 
martyr.  Thus,  much  more  of  pity  than  terror  is  inspired  by  the  exhibition. 
Or  where,  by  fi-equent  recurrence,  they  become  familiar,  from  some  strange 
perversity  of  human  nature,  a  vulgar  taste  is  inspired  for  them,  which  is 
revolting  to  witness.  It  is  a  familiar  fact,  that  dunng  the  Reign  of  Terror 
in  France,  when  the  streets  of  Paris  were  flowing  with  the  blood  of  innocent 
victims,  the  populace  actually  damored  for  more  executions,  when  each  in* 
dividual  was  not  sure  but  that  his  head  would  be  the  next  to  be  brought  to  the 
guillotine.  If  it  is  intended  to  strike  terror  to  the  heart  of  the  multitude,  bv 
witnessing  executions,  the  very  publicity  of  them  defeats  this  end.  Mu<m 
more  of  terror  would  be  inspired  by  the  knowledge,  that  at  the  tolling  of  a  bell, 
or  some  other  signal,  a  human  being,  within  the  narrow  compass  of  his  oell, 
was  launched  into  eternity,  unsustained  in  his  last  dark  moments  by  the 
sympathies  of  a  surrounding  multitude. 

If  the  Punishment  of  Whipping  is  to  be  continued,  that,  too,  were  bettor 
done  in  private.  I  doubt  exceedingly,  however,  the  propriety  of  this  mode  ol 
punishment  under  any  circumstance.  Reformation  of  the  culprit  Tone  of  the  ' 
important  ends  of  punishment)  is  seldom  or  ever  eflfieoted  by  it.  If  one  spark 
of  good,  upon  whien  a  hope  of  reformation  can  be  built,  is  left  in  bis  heart,  it 
b  entbrely  extinguished  by  the  degradation  of  a  public  whip[ung.  If  he  is 
aheady  fehrdened  in  crime,  and  lost  to  all  sense  of  shame,  no  other  effect  is 
produced  upon  him  beyond  the  physical  pain  inflicted  by  the  lash.  I  think 
that  the  general  feeling  of  our  {mople  is  decidedly  oppc^ed  to  this  mode  of 
punishment ;  so  much  so,  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  Executive  to 
ronst  the  earnest  appeals  and  powerful  influences  brought  to  bear  upon  him, 
other  to  remit  or  change  it. 

But  I  will  not  trespass  on  your  time  by  pursuing  the  subject  further.  I 
merely  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  it.  This  subject,  together  with  the 
revisal  of  our  whole  Criminal  Code,  requires  a  more  ^kirefbl  examination  tlmn 
Tou  would  probably  be  able  to  give  it  during  a  short  Session  of  the  Legiala- 
lature.  I  therefore  recommend  that  you  appoint,  or  authorize  the  Governor 
to  appoint,  a  Commission,  consistiug  of  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Solici- 
tors, or  some  other  competent  persons,  to  take  the  whole  subject  of  our 
Criminal  Law,  Prisons  and  Prison  Discipline,  under  consideration,  and  report 
to  the  next  Legislature  such  changes  as  may  be  expedidht  or  necessary.  la 
this  manner,  all  the  facts  and  statistics  necessary  to  form  a  correct  judgment 
on  the  subject  will  be  brought  before  you  by  those  who  are  most  fainiliar  with 
them. 

By  a  joint  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  I  was  requested  to 
communicate  with  the  Governor  of  Georgia  on  the  subject  of  the  '<obstruo« 
tions  to  commerce  and  intercourse  between  the  two  States,  and  to  take  such 
other  steps  as  would  lead  to  a  full  exposition  and  understanding  of  the  rights 
of  all  parties  concerned,  and  to  a  franx  and  friendly  settlement  of  the  whole 
natter."  On  the  6th  of  May,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  His  Excellency  Governor 
GcttB,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  said  joint  resolution,  and  requested 
the  Attorney  General  to  look  into  the  matter,  and  report  to  me  what  were 
the  legal  rights  of  the  parties  concerned.    I  iiave  received  as  yet  no  direct 
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reply  from  Goyernor  Cobb.  '  My  letter  to  him,  together  with  the  correspond 
denoe  between  the  Attorney  General  and  the  EzecntiTe-Secretary  of 
Georgia — the  statement  of  the  Attorney  General*  and  the  resnli  of  his  legal 
inyestigations  of  the  case,  embodied  in  the  form  of  a  Report,  are  all  herewith 
tniQsmitted. 

I  think  it,  however,  proper  to  state,  that  the  qnestion  of  the  bonndaries 
between  the  two  States  has  lost  much  of  its  interest  at  present,  since  an 
arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  President  of  the  Sonth  Carolina  Railroad 
Company  with  the  city  authorities  of  Augnsta,  by  which  a  free  passage  across 
the  Savannah  riyer  is  secured  to  the  Company. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  certain  proceedings  which  have 
grown  out  of  the  enforcement  of  that  law  of  our  State,  which  requires  the 
Sheriff  of  Charleston  to  seize  and  imprison  colored  seamen,  who  are  brought 
to  that  Port.  You  will  remember  that  the  British  Consul  addressed  a  com- 
munication to  the  Legislature  in  December,  1850,  on  the  subject  of  a 
modification  of  this  law.  A  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  House  and 
Senate  to  report  upon  it  at  the  next  Session  of  the  Legislature.  These 
Committees  reported  adverse  to  any  modification.  On  the  24th  of 
March,  1852,  Manuel  Pereira  was  imprisoned  in  accordance  with  the 
law  alluded  to.  The  vessel  in  which  he  sailed  was  driven  into  the  port  of 
Charleston  in  distress.  This  was  looked  upon  as  a  favorable  case  upon  which 
to  make  an  issue,  as  so  strong  an  element  of  sympathy  was  connected  with 
it  Accordingly,  a  motion  was  made  before  Judge  Withirs  for  a  Writ  of 
^'Habeas  Corpus^*'  which  was  refused  by  him.  These  proceedings  were  in- 
stituted by  the  British  Consul,  it  is  said,  under  instructions  from  his 
Government,  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  Act.  I  think  it  here  proper 
to  state,  that  Pereira  was  at  perfect  liberty  to  depart  at  any  moment  that  he 
oould  get  a  vessel  to  transport  him  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State.  In  truth, 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  his  coming  into  the  State  was  involuntary, 
the  Sheriff  of  Charleston,  with  his  characteristic  kindness,  procured  for  him 
a  place  in  a  ship  about  to  sail  for  Liverpool.  Early  in  April,  Pereira 
was  actually  released,  and  on  his  way  to  tho  ship,  having  himself  signed  the 
shipping  articles,  when,  by  interposition  of  the  British  Consul,  he  was  again 
eonsigned  to  the  custody  of  the  Sheriff.  A  few  days  after  this  the  British 
Consul  insisted  no  longer  on  his  detention,  but  voluntarily  paid  his  passaee 
to  New  York.  This  was  looked  upon  as  an  abandonment  of  that  case.  The 
statement  of  Mr.  Yatbs,  together  with  the  letter  of  the  Britbh  Consul,  are 
herewith  transmitted. 

While  these  proceedings  were  pending,  the  Sheriff  of  Charleston  had  my 
instructions  not  to  give  up  the  prisoner,  even  if  a  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  had 
been  granted.  1  considered  that  the  *'Act  of  1844,"  entitled  "An  Act  more 
effectually  to  prevent  negroes  and  other  persons  of  color  fVom  entering  into 
ibis  State,  and  for  other  purposes,"  made  it  my  duty  to  do  so. 

On  the  19th  of  May,  Reuben  Roberts,  a  colored  seaman,  a  native  of  Nassau, 
arrived  in  the  steamer  Cljde,  from  Baracoa.  The  Sheriff  of  Charleston,  in 
conformity  with  the  law  of  the  State,  which  has  been  in  force  since  1828, 
arrested  and  lodged  him  in  the  district  jail,  where  he  was  detained  until  the 
26th  of  May.  when,  the  Clyde  being  ready  to  sail»  Roberts  was  put  on  board, 
and  sailed  the  same  day. 

On  the  9th  of  June  a  Writ  in  Trespass,  fw  Assault  and  False  Imprimm- 
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meat,  from  the  Federal  Court,  was  seryed  upon  Sheriff  Taxib,  byiog  the 
damage  at  $4,000. 

The  Act  of  1844, 1  take  it,  was  intended  to  prevent  all  interferenee  on  the 
part  of  any  power  on  the  face  of  the  earth  with  the  execution  of  this  police 
regulation,  which  is  so  essential  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  our  community. 
Had  the  Legblature  which  passed  it  ever  dreamed  that  the  Sheriff  was  to  be 
subjected  to  the  annoyance  of  being  dragged  before  the  Federal  Court  fbr 
doing  his  duty  under  a  law  of  the  State,  I  am  sure  it  would  have  provided  for 
his  protection.  As  no  such  provision  has  been  made  for  so  unexpected  a 
contingency,  I  recommend  that  you  so  amend  this  Act  of  1844,  that  it  may 
meet  any  case  that  may  arise. 

It  b  certainly  wrong  to  tolerate  this  interference  with  the  laws  enacted  for 
the  protection  of  our  institution.  In  the  general  distribution  of  power  be* 
tween  the  Federal  and  State  Governments,  the  right  to  make  their  own  police 
regulations  was  clearly  reserved  to  the  States.  In  fact,  it  b  nothing  naore 
nor  less  than  the  right  of  seHf-preservation — a  right  which  b  above  all 
Constitutions,  and  above  all  laws,  and  one  which  never  was,  nor  never  will 
be,  abandoned  by  a  people  who  are  worthy  to  be  free.  It  b  a  right  which 
has  never  yet  been  attempted  to  be  denied  to  any  people,  except  to  us. 

The  complaint  against  this  law  b  very  strange,  and  the  attempt  to  bring  us 
in  conflict  with  the  General  Government  on  account  of  it,  b  still  more  remark- 
able; when,  so  far  from  its  beiog  at  variance  with  the  Uws  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  only  requiring  the  State  authorities  to  enforce  an  act  of  Congress,  approved 
February  2sth,  1803,  entitled,  an  Act  to  prevent  the  importation  of  certain  per- 
sons into  certain  States,  where,  by  the  Uws  thereof,  their  importation  is  prohibi- 
ted.* By  referring  to  thb  Act,  you  will  see  that  the  plaintiff  in  the  action  alluded 
to,  was  prohibited  by  it  from  entering  into  thb  State.  I  deem  it  unnecessary, 
however,  to  enter  folly  into  the  argument.  If  any  doubt  should  be  enter- 
tained by  you,  as  to  its  constitutionality,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  able 
Opinion  of  the  Hon.  J.  McPaxRSON  Beebisn,  delivered  at  the  time  he  was 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  which  I  herewith  send  you. 

On  the  subject  of  the  modification  of  this  law,  I  am  free  to  say,  that  whea 
Her  B.  M.'s  Government,  through  its  Consul,  made  a  respectful  request  to 
our  Legislature  to  that  effect,  I  was  anxious  that  it  should  be  made.  It  was 
with  pleasure  that  I  transmitted  hb  first  communication  to  the  last  Legblature. 
I  would  have  made  a  recommendation  of  its  modification  a  special  point  in  my 
first  Message,  but  that  I  thought  it  indelicate  to  do  so,  as  the  matter  was  al- 
ready before  the  Legislature,  and  committees  had  been  appointed  to  report  upon 
it  Another  reason  for  the  neglect  of  this  recommendation,  was  the  then  excited 
state  of  party  politics,  which  might  have  precluded  the  possibility  of  a  calm 
consideration  of  the  subject.  But  for  the  proceedings  instituted  in  the  prem- 
ises, I  would  even  now  recommend  a  modification  of  the  law,  so  as  to  require 
Captains  to  confine  their  colored  seamen  to  their  vessels,  and  to  pre- 
vent their  landing  under  heavy  penalties.  For  while  I  think  the  State 
has  a  perfect  right  to  pass  woatever  laws  on  this  subject  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  its  safety,  yet  the  spirit  of  the  age  requires,  that  while 
they  should  be  so  formed  as  to  be  adequate  to  our  protection,  they  should 
be  at  the    same  time  as  little  offensive   as  possible    to  other    nations,

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with  whom  we  have  friendlj  relatioDS.  But  sidoo  an  attemtfi  has  teeii  flAi^ 
to  defy  our  laws,  and  bring  ns  in  conflict  with  the  Federal  Government,  on  a 
sabjeot  upon  which  we  are  so  justly  sensitive,  our  own  self-respect  demands  that 
we  should  not  abate  one  jot  or  tittle  of  that  law,  which  was  enacted  to  protect 
us  from  the  influence  of  ignorant  incendiaries. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  Railroads  of  our  State  are 
rapidly  progressing.  The  Columbia  &  Charlotte  Railroad,  and  the  King's 
Mountam  Road,  are  completed.  Although  heavy  damages  were  sustained  by 
the  Greenville  Road  from  the  late  freshet,  they  will  soon  be  repaired,  and,  under 
the  energetic  management  of  its  President  and  Directors,  will  ere  long  be  com- 
pleted. The  Manchester  Road  b  also  progressing  rapidly.  Already  do  we  see 
the  potent  effects  of  these  Roads  in  develouiog  the  resources  of  the  State,  and 
Sprioging  into  life  the  energies  of  the  peq:)le.  The  prosperity  which  follows  in 
their  track  is  no  longer  problematical.  Living  witnessses  of  it  are  all  around 
us.  Yet  this  grand  system,  which  is  to  bring  wealth  and  prosperity  to  us, 
and  energize  into  action  resources  which  were  heretofore  dormant,  has  just  be- 
gun. If  we  would  realize  their  full  effects,  they  must  be  extended  until  the 
rich  commerce  of  the  mighty  valleys  of  the  West  is  pouf ed  into  Charleston. 
This  can  easily  be  effected,  by  pursuing  a  liberal  and  enlightened  policy 
towards  them — a  policy  worthy  of  the  age  in  which  we  live.  The  golden 
opportunity  to  command  this  trade  is  within  our  reach.  Charters  have  beea 
granted  by  the  several  States  through  which  it  will  pass  for  the  Blue  Ridee 
Road,  which  is  to  cross  the  Rabun  Gap,  and  extend  through  Clayton  and  Frank- 
lin to  Calhoun,  where  it  will  intersect  the  Knoxville  and  Dalton  Road.  Through 
Knoxville  a  communication  will  be  opened  with  Cincinnati,  (as  a  Charter  ha6 
been  granted  by  Tennessee  for  a  Road  te  the  Kentucky  line,  and  a  Company 
is  formed  in  Kentucky  to  carry  it  on  to  Cincinnati.)  A  road  is  now  in  pro- 
gress to  connect  Calhoun  with  Chatanooga.  From  Chatanooga  to  Memphis, 
a  road  has  already  been  built,  and  the  Chatanooga  road  connects  it  with 
Nashville.  A  road  is  also  about  to  be  made  between  Nashville  and  Cairo. 
Thus  you  will  perceive,  that  if  the  Blue  Ridge  Road  is  built,  commencing  at 
Anderson  Court  House  and  extending  to  Calhoun,  Charleston  will  be  con- 
nected by  a  system  of  Roads,  not  only  with  Cincinnati,  but  with  Memphis 
and  Cairo,  two  important  points  on  the  Mississippi  river,  and  at  a  distance 
from  each  other,  equal  to  the  entire  breadth  of  Tennessee,  and  nearly  one- 
third  of  Kentucky.  All  the  immense  trade  which  the  Mississippi  and  its 
tributaries  bring  to  this  important  point,  together  with  that  of  the  fertile 
regions  through  which  these  roads  and  their  numerous  feeders  pass,  must 
find  its  outlet  through  Charleston.  At  a  single  glance  yon  must  perceive 
the  magnificent  prospect  it  presents.  It  would  be  a  suicidal  policy  in  our 
State,  not  to  secure  this  gigantic  commerce,  now  that  it  is  within  its  reach. 
But  to  secure  it,  the  LegbUiture  must  subscribe  liberally.  So  greit  are  the 
advantages  it  presents,  so  great  the  prosperity  which  it  will  bring,  the  State 
co^ld  well  afford  alone  to  build  this  only  link  which  is  now  wanti  is;  in  this 
mighty  chain.  But  there  is  no  call  for  this.  Charleston,  I  am  informed, 
will  subscribe  half  a  million,  and  even  more,  if  necessary.  Enough  has  already 
been  subscribed  in  North  Carolina  to  secure  the  Charter  of  that  State,  and 
Tennessee,  by  her  general  system  of  liberality  to  her  roads,  gives  $8,000  per 
mile.  As  deeply  interested  as  all  these  States  are  in  thb  grand  scheme,  none 
are  so  deeply  so  as  South  Carolina.  I  therefore  recommend  thai  you  subaorib^ 
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a  mSlion  of  dollars  to  tbis  road,  or  even  more,  if  it  be  necessary  to  complete 
it.  Even  if  the  stock  never  paid  a  dollar  of  interest,  it  would  be  a  judicious 
expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature.  But  from  the  fact  tbat  it  must 
inevitably  be  the  great  thoroughfare  over  which  the  commerce  of  five  or  six 
of  the  largest  States  in  this  Union  will  pass,  together  with  the  immense  amount 
of  travel,  which  from  its  position  it  will  command,  there  cannot  be  a  doubt 
but  that  the  stock  will  pay  a  heavy  interest,  and  thus  make  the  investment 
a  profitable  one  for  the  State.  And  if  we  add  to  this  consideration  the  fact 
that  it  will  increase  greatly  the  business,  and  consequently  the  profits  qf  the 
roads  already  built,  in  which  the  State  has  a  large  amount  of  stock,  you  will 
see  a  still  further  inducement  for  fosteting  the  enterprise. 

I  trust  that  no  sectional  feeling  will  be  brought  to  bear  on  this  question. 
It  is  a  great  State  matter.  It  is  true  that  the  interest  of  Charleston  will  be  more 
promoted  than  any  other  section  of  our  State,  but  the  wealth  which  will  be 
poured  into  her  lap,  will  be  radiated  throughout  its  entire  extent. 

There  is  also,  I  believe,  a  project  on  foot  to  extend  the  Charlotte  Head  so 
as  command  a  portion  of  this  trade..  These  two  projects  cannot  interfere 
with  each  other,  and  iherefbre  ought  not  to  be  considered  antagonistic  ;  but 
rather  assisting  each  other  in  carrying  out  a  grand  plan  of  improvement. 
When  application  is  made  for  assistance  to  extend  this  road,  the  same  libe- 
rality ought  to  be  extended  to  it.  The  State  cannot  expend  too  much  money 
in  the  constuction  of  Railroads,  providing  they  are  judiciously  located,  and 
economically  built ;  for  every  dollar  will  be  returned  four-fold  to  its  citizens 
by  the  advantages  they  afford.  Nor  will  it  be  necessary  to  tax  the  people 
fSi>r  this  purpose.  Borrow  the  money,  and  the  roads  themselves  will  soon  pay 
the  interest,  and  gradually  liquidate  the  debt. 

By  a  Joint  Resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  a  Commission  was  ap- 
pointed to  inqunre  into  the  feasibility  of  deepening,  shortening,  or  in  any  other 
manner  improving,  the  Channel  of  the  Bar  and  other  approaches  of  the 
Charleston  Harbor. 

When  the  Commission  held  its  first  meeting/ we  found  that  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  already  had  the  matter  under  consideration.  I  feel  it  due  to  that 
enlightened  and  public-spirited  association,  publicly  to  acknowledge  the  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  extended  to  the  Commission,  in  placing  at  our  disposal  the 
information  which  it  had  already  colleoted. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  memorialized  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  calling  its  attention  to  this  work  as  one  of  national  utility  and  impor- 
tance, and  asking  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  it  out.  The 
Congress  of  the  United  States  appropriated  $50,000.  The  Commission  took 
no  part  in  this  memorial,  but  employed  a  portion  of  the  fund  allowed  by  the 
State  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  preliminary  survey.  The  result  of  this 
survey  has  afforded  the  most  gratifying  assurance  of  the  practicability  of 
opening  the  Bar.  I  must  also  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of  the 
officers  of  the  Coast  Survey,  who  placed  at  our  disposal  the  maps  of  the 
Harbor,  and  co-operated  cordially  with  the  Commission  in  carrying  out  the 
survey.  The  vast  importance  of  this  work  to  the  future  prosperity  of 
Charleston,  renders  it  an  object  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  State.  It  is 
scarcely  possible  to  estimate  what  amount  of  expenditure  its  vast  importance 
would  justify.  There  is,  however,  no  need  at  present  for  the  State  to  make 
any  further  aj^ropriation  for  this  purpose,  as  the  Federal  Government  has 
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taken  it  in  hand.  It  will  perhaps,  howeyer,  be  well  to  continne  the  present 
CommissioD  until  the  work  is  actually  commenced  by  the  Ooveroment  of  the 
United  States. 

The  report  of  Prof.  Bachi,  the  report  of  the  Commission,  together  with  an 
account  of  the  expenditure  of  a  portion  of  the  fund  appropriated  by  the  Leg- 
islature, is  herewith  transmitted. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  tbe  last  Legislature,  the  State  Convention  met 
at  the. appointed  time.  The  proceedings  of  that  body,  together  with  the  ex- 
penses incurred,  are  herewith  transmitted  to  you  in  accordance  with  its 
request. 

Ferliaps  there  never  was  a  body  assembled  under  circumstances  of  so  much 
embarrassment,  and  which  called  for  an  exercise  of  such  prudence,  sagacity, 
and  devoted  patriotism  on  the  part  of  its  members.  The  same  causes  of 
complaint  against  the  Federal  Government  which  called  it  into  life,  still  ex- 
istea  in  full  force.  No  evidence  had  been  given  that  its  onward  progress  to- 
wards a  consolidated  despotism  was  stayed,  or  that  any  barrier  had  been  erect- 
ed against  that  tide  of  fanaticism,  which,  with  fearful  rapidity,  was  still  roll- 
ing on,  threatening  the  overthrow  of  the  institutions  of  the  South,  No  se- 
curity was  afforded  us  that  we  should  not  forever  remain  in  a  state  of  vassal- 
age to  tbe  Federal  Government,  paying  far  beyond  our  just  projportion  of  its 
eocpenses,  and  receiving  far  less  than  our  share  of  the  benefit  of  its  expendi- 
ture. M  or  do  I  believe  that  any  change  had  taken  place  in  the  feelings  and 
opinions  of  the  people  of  our  State.  An  almost  universal  feeling  of  indig- 
nation at  our  wrongs,  and  a  burning  desire  to  redress  them,  prevaded.  But 
discord  and  party  strife,  which  have  blasted  the  success  of  many  a.  glorious 
cause,  had  raised  its  head  among  us,  and  paralyzed  our  strength.  One  party 
believed  that  the  time  had  come  when  every  consideration  of  policy  and  duty 
required  that  the  State  should  act,  even  though  it  should  stand  alone.  Ano- 
ther party  believed  the  separate  action  of  the  State  would  be  ruinous,  and 
that  the  co* operation  of  the  other  Southern  States,  whose  interests  and  des- 
tiny were  the  same  as  ours,  could  and  would  be  obtained.  No  doubt  but  that 
both  parties  were  honest  in  their  convictions,  that  the  policy  recommended  by 
each,  would  redound  to  tbe  welfare  of  our  State.  The  discussion  of  these  con- 
flicting opinions  produced  the  bitterest  party  feeling.  Amid  the  convulsive 
throes  of  this  fierce  strife,  the  question  of  our  wrongs  was  almost  forgotten. 
Thus  did  our  State  present  the  mournful  spectacle  of  a  people,  whom  common 
wrongs  and  common  dangers  should  have  united  in  closest  bonds,  completely 
prostrated  and  paralyzed,  not  by  the  force  and  power  of  the  enemy,  but  by  their 
own  internal  strifes.  It  was  too  plainly  seen  tbat^ny  action,  under  existing 
circumstances,  could  end  in  nothing  else  but  self-destruction.  Many  a  bold 
and  gaUant  heart,  that  had  never  quailed  before  the  power  of  the  Federal  Go- 
vernment, grew  faint  at  the  prospect,  and  shrunk  from  the  thought  of  civil 
strife. 

The  people  had,  by  a  large  majority,  passed  their  verdict  against  separate 
secession,  in  the  election  which  had  been  recently  held  for  members  to  a  South- 
em  Congress.  Under  these  circumstances,  tbe  Convention  met.  The  only 
course  wbioh  wisdom  and  patriotism  could  suggest  was  pursued,  namely,  to 
heal  the  wounds  which  bad  lately  been  inflicted,  and  re-unite  the  State.  I 
can  but  congratulate  you  on  tbe  happy  result.  The  members  of  that  Con- 
vention, actuated  by  a  spirit  worthy  of  the  palmiest  days  of  our  Common- 
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wealtb,  determiDed  to  bury  all  bitter  feeHngs  wbicb  bad  been  generated  by 
the  late  contest,  and  act  witb  an  eye  single  to  tbe  good  of  the  State,  under 
the  circnmstances  which  then  existed.  Nor  do  I  tbiok,  in  effecting  this  great 
object,  that  any  sacrifioe  of  principle  was  involved.  The  principles  which 
bave  ever  been  held  dear  amongst  us,  were  not  only  reaffirmed,  but  set  forth 
in  the  solemn  form  of  an  Ordinance. 

But  sincerely  as  I  feel  the  gratification  of  annonncing  to  yon  that  the 
State  has  been  united,  I  mast  call  upon  yon  to  remember  that  oar  safety  has 
not  yet  been  secured.  The  storm  which,  one  day  or  other,  is  destined  to 
burst  upon  us,  is  still  brewing.  The  great  feature  of  the  Compromise,  which 
induced  our  sbter  Southern  States  to  accept  it,  has  been  openly  violated. 
In  one  of  the  Northern  States,  tbe  Fugitive  Slave  Law  has  been  nullified; 
and  in  all  the  others  it  is  but  a  dead  letter.  A  brutal  murder  of  a  slave- 
bolder  has  been  the  result  of  an  attempt  to  reclaim  a  slave  under  this  vaunted 
law.  The  spirit  of  mischief  is  working  with  fearful  energy.  Agitation  still 
goes  on  with  ceaseless  activity.  Every  element  which  can  be  made  to  ope- 
rate on  public  opinion  is  put  in  action  against  our  institutions.  Even  that 
powerful  weapon,  the  literature  of  the  country,  is  employed  to  direct  its  pol- 
ished but  poisoned  shafts  against  them.  It  is  true  that  nothing  has  been 
done  by  Cfongress,  since  your  last  Session,  against  which  we  can  complain. 
Judging,  however,  from  the  elements  which  are  at  work,  and  from  the  history 
of  the  past,  we  cannot  hope  that  this  cessation  from  hostile  acts  against  our  in- 
stitutions will  be  of  long  duration.  Amid  all  our  prosperity,  and  the  still  greater 
prosperity  which  we  would  enjoy  if  left  alone,  the  heart  sickens  at  the  contempla- 
tion of  that  fierce  fanaticism  which  is  at  work,  and  which  hangs  like  a  pall  upon 
our  future.  However  strong  may  be  my  convictions  as  to  tbe  propriety  of  an  at- 
tempt to  stay  the  coming  storm  by  the  separate  action  of  the  State;  and  however 
deeply  I  may  deplore  tbe  decision  to  wnich  our  people  have  come  upon  this 
subject,  God  forbid  that  I  should  fan  into  a  flame  tbe  expiring  embers  of 
party  strife,  by  now  recommending  it  to  you.  Our  destiny,  for  weal  or  for 
woe,  is  connected  witb  the  whole  South.  FtTrther  aggressions  (which  will 
surely  come)  will  convince  our  sister  Southern  States  that  the  institution 
upon  which  not  only  tbe  prosperity  of  the  South,  but  Republicanism  itself 
depends,  is  no  longer  safe  in  the  Union.  Then  we  may  hope  that  they  will 
rise  in  tbe  majesty  of  their  strength  and  spirit,  and,  in  conjunction  with  us, 
either  force  onr  rights  to  be  respected  in  tbe  Union,  or  take  our  place  as  a 
Southern  Confederacy  amongst  the  nations  of  the  earth.  In  tbe  meantime, 
let  us  unite,  heart  and  hand,  in  carrying  out  those  great  schemes  of  internal 
improvement,  by  which  tbe  wealth  and  resources  of  our  State  will  be  developed, 
and  thus  give  it  all  tbe  power  and  strength  of  which  it  is  capable.

subject  to  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt 
at  the  suit  of  the  State,  and  appropriated  one-half  to  the  informer,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  maintaioance  and  repair  of  the  Public  Buildings  in  the 
District  where  the  action  is  brought.

If  the  question  were  one  of  ordinary 
legislation,  I  should  feel  no  embarrassment,  and  I  would  not  desire  to  screen 
myself  from  responsibility.  But  the  re-charter  of  the  Bank  involves  a  ques- 
tion of  public  policy,  and  on  this  question  I  think  the  public  judgment  has 
been  rendered.  However  widely  I  may  di£fer  from  that  judgment,  I  have  no 
disposition  to  resist  it.    If  I  vote  according  to  my  own  convictions,  I  shall 
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Tote  agaiiist  tbe  Bill ;  if  I  vote  according  to  the  wishes  of  my  coDstitnents, 
I  shall  vote  for  the  Bill ;  although  tbe  question  of  Bank  or  no  Bank  was  the 
issue  in  my  election,  I  am  satisfied  a  majority  of  my  constituents  are  in  fayor 
of  a  continuance  of  the  Bank.  I  am  unwilUng,  on  a  question  of  so  much 
importance,  to  misrepresent  my  constituents,  and  I  cannot  vote  contrary  to  my 
settled  conyictioos.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  respectfully  ask  the  Senate 
to  excuse  me  from  voting.

INAUGUBATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

At  the  hour  of  1  o'clock,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives,  to  attend  the  inauguration  of  the  Governor  elect. 

Immediately  thereafter,  the  Hon.  John  Lawbincs  Manning,  accompanied 
by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  of  both  Houses,  entered  the  HalL 

The  Governor  elect,  in  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  station  assigned  to 
him,  addressed  the  General  Assembly,  in  an  impressive  and  eloquent  manner, 
on  the  future  prospects  of  the  State,  and  the  duties  of  her  citizens  in  the  exi- 
gencies which  await  them. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  then  administered  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  office  to  the  Governor  elect. 

The  Senate  then  retired  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  immediately  there- 
after, the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  accompanied  by  the 
members,  and  attended  by  the  officers  of  the  House,  entered  the  Senate 
Chamber,  where  the  President  of  the  Senate  delivered  to  the  Governor  elect  his 
Commission;  from  thence  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  the  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  repaired  to  the  East  Portico  of  the  Capitol,  where 
the  Sheriff  of  Richland  District  read  the  Commission,  and  made  proclamation 
of  the  election  of  the  Governor. 

The  Senate  returned  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  the  President  resumed 
the  Chair.

A  Bill,  the  title  of  which,  as  it  passed  the  Senate,  read  a  Bill  to  vest  the 
right  which  the  State  may  have  in  certain  real  estate  in  Robert  Adger,  Exec- 
utor of  Christina  B.  S.  Gulden,  and  which  had  been  amended  on  the  second 
reading  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  so  as  to  read  a  Bill  to  vest  the  right 
and  title  of  the  State  in  and  to  certain  escheated  property  in  certain  persons 
therein  mentioned ; 

Submitted  a  report,  recommending  that  the  various  amendments  made  by  the 
House  of  Representatives,  be  agreed  to.  The  reports  were  ordered  for  im. 
mediate  consideration.  The  bills  severally  received  the  third  reading ;  the

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been  amended  by  the  Senate  on  the  second  reading  by  striking  out  the  words

and  which  words  had  been  restored  by  the  Hoase  of  Representatiyes  on 
the  third  reading  of  the  Bill  in  that  House.  The  Senate  insisted  oo  striking 
out  the  words  ''and  except  also  consigned  goods  sold  and  remitted  for"  im 
the  first  Section,  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  RepresentatiTes  wo- 
oordingly.

MONDAY,  NOVEMBER  1,  1SS2. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  was  convened 
in  the  Capitol,  at  Columbia,  on  this  day,  being  the  first  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  TORRE,  Mr.  J.  Izard  Middleton,  a  member  elect  from 
Winyah,  was  called  to  the  Chair;  when  Thomas  W.  Glover,  Clerk  of 
the  late  House  of  Representatives,  read  the  following  Proclamation  of 
his  Excellency  John  H.  Means  : 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did,  by  an  Act  passed  and 
approved  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  enact,  "  that  the  Electors  of 
President  and  Vice  President  shall  be  appointed  on  the  Tuesday  next> 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  to  be 
appointed  :"  And  whereas  the  existing  law  of  this  State  provides  that 
the  Electors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature:  And  whereas  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  will  not  be  in  regular  session  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  aforesaid  Act  for  the  appointment  of  Electors : 

Therefore,  be  it  known,  that  I,  John  H.  Means,  Governor  in  and  over 
this  State,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution,  author* 
izing  the  Governor,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  to  convene  the  General 
Assembly,  do  issue  this  my  Proclamation,  calling  upon  and  requesting  the 
Senators  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  whose  ter^s  of  office  have  not  ex- 
pired, and  those  who  have  been  now  recently  elected,  and  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  who  have  also  been  now  recently  elect* 
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ed,  to  convene  in  Columbia,  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  next  < 
ing,  that  they  may  be  present  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  said 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  said  Monday,  to  appoint  Electors  of  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  in  conformity  with  the  act 
of  Congress  aforesaid. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  State  aforesaid,  at  Columbia, 
the  14th  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  oght 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  in  the  seventy-seventh  year  of  the  Indepen- 
dence of  the  United  States  of  America.

Managers  of  Election  for  St  Bartholomew's 
Parish,  Colleton  District,  South  Carolina,  opened  the  polls  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  the  11th  and  12th  October,  1852,  instant,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  designated  by  Act  of  the  Legislature ;  and  having  m^t  to-day  tb^ 
13th  instant,  at  Walterboro',  counted  the  votes  and  found  the  following 
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result:  Mr.  J.  B.  Perry  receiyed  451  rotes,  Dr.  Peter  Stokes  345,  Mr. 
Louis  O'Bryan  319,  Mr.  Simon  Verdier  317,  Mr.  James  G.  Vam  224^ 
Mr.  Millar  Canningfaam  25.  In  one  box  there  were  three  votes  more  than 
the  list  of  said  box  called  for,  which  being  deducted  from  the  three  highest 
candidates,  left  Mr.  O' Bryan  but  316,  one  below  the  next  highest  candi- 
date, Mr.  Verdier ;  so  that  there  were  but  two,  Messrs.  Perry  and  Stokes, 
who  received  a  legal  plurality  and  are  consequently  duly  elected.  There 
was  one  box,  not  included  in  above  result,  containing  23  votes  for  Mr. 
O'Bryan,  23  for  Dr.  Stokes,  2  for  Mr.  Verdier,  6  for  Mr.  Ferry,  and  11 
for  Mr.  Vam,  being  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  not  being  held  by 
any  legally  appointed  Managers,  as  also  votes  changed  by  Managers  from 
one  box  to  another,  while  holding  the  poll."  Messrs.  Josiah  B.  Perry 
and  Peter  Stokes  were  then  qualified  and  took  their  seats. 

Mr.  TORBE  submitted  sundry  affidavits  in  relation  to  the  EHection 
held  for  St,  Bartholomew's  election  District;  which  on  Mr.  Torre's  motion 
were  laid  on  the  Table, 

A  quorum  of  the  Members  being  present,  the  House  then  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  a  Speaker  to  preside  over  its  deliberations ;  and  on  exami* 
nation  of  the  ballots,  it  appeared,  that  Mr.  James  Simons,  a  Representa- 
tive from  Charleston,  received  one  hundred  and  five  votes  which  was  a 
majority  of  the  ballots  cast 

Whereupon  Messrs.  Garlitigton,  Ashmore  and  J.  H.  Read,  Jun.,  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  wait  upon  the  SPEAKER  elect  and  inform  him 
of  his  election,  who  shortly  after  entered  the  Hall  and  conducted  Mr. 
Simons  to  the  Chair,  who  addressed  the  House  as  follows : 

Qtmtlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

For  the  renewed  evidence  of  your  consideration  and  kindness  in  again 
elevating  me  to  the  distinguished  position  of  presiding  over  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  House,  receive  the  assurances  of  my  grateful  acknowledgments. 

Around  this  seat  are  clustered  many  proud  recollections  of  patriotism, 
genius,  and  virtue ;  nor  has  it  been  more  distinguished  by  these  than  by 
the  courtesy,  impartiality  and  firmness  with  which  its  grave  and  responsi- 
ble duties  have  been  discharged.  These  latter  qualities  I  shall  hope  to 
emulate,  nor  do  I  believe  otherwise  than  that  they  will  be  responded  to, 
on  your  part,  by  the  order,  dignity,  and  decorum,  which  have  always 
eminently  characterized  this  body.  It  is  by  the  observance  of  these  reci- 
procal obligations  that  the  burdens  of  legislation  are  lightened,  and  the  best 
interesuof  our  several  constituencies,  and  the  Slale^atparge,  are  cared  for 
ind  subserved. 

I  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  Without  congratulating}  you  on 
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Bill  be  rejected  r*  If  do  opposition  be  made,  or,  if  the  queftion  to  reject 
the  restoration  of  concord  and  fraternal  sentiments  throughout  the  limits  of 
the  State ;  and  earnestly  to  hope  that  unanimity  and  kind  feeling  will 
characterize  your  deliberations,  and  be  impressed  upon  any  legislation 
which  you  may  deem  it  proper  to  institute. 

Imploring  the  Divine  blessing  on  your  labors,  I  now  commend  you  to 
the  prosecution  of  the  business  of  this  body. 

The  House  then  proceeeed  to  the  election  of  a  Clerk. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  by  their  Clerk,  informmg  the 
House  that  a  quorum  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  had  met,  had  elected 
Mr.  R.  F.  W.  Allston,  President,  William  R  Martin,  Clerk,and  JohnT. 
Ooodwyn,  Reading  Clerk,  and  was  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  a  first  ballot  for  Door-keeper.

Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  the  last  House  of  Representatives  be 
adopted  as  the  Rules  of  the  present  House,  saving  that  so  much  of  the 
58th  Rule  as  requires  Resolutions  to  lie  over  for  a  day,  on  the  demand  of 
ten  members,  be  suspended  during  the  present  extra  session. 

Mr.  MIDDLETON  moved  to  amend  the  Resolution  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  ''  Resolved"  and  inserting  the  following  words :  *'  That 
the  Rules  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1838  be  adopted 
for  the  government  of  this  House,  except  the  46th  and  47th  Rules,  for 
which  the  following  Rule  is  substituted :  The  first  reading  of  a  Bill  shall 
be  for  information  and  reference ;  no  amendment  shall  then  be  in  order. 
If  opposition  be  then  made  to  the  Bill,  the  question  shall  be — ^'^  Shall  this 
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be  lost,  the  Bill  sball  be  referred  to  some  Cotnroittee,  unleM  the  Honte 
TiDaniinously  agree,  without  debate,  to  dispense  with  referenee. 

Resolvedy  That  so  mach  of  the  58th  Rule  as  requires  Resolutioos  to 
lie  over  for  a  day,  on  the  demand  of  ten  members,  be  suspended  daring 
the  present  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly." 

And  the  question  being  put,  Mr.  MIDDLETON'S  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  Resolution  as  amended  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McGOWAN,  ordered,  that  a  Committee  be  appoint- 
ed to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  G^overnor,  and  inform  him  that  a 
quorum  of  the  House  had  assembled,  and  was  ready  to  receive  any  oocn- 
munication  which  he  may  be  pleased  to  make.

Message  No.  1  was  then  received  from  His  Excellency  the  Goremor, 
and  read  by  Cd.  Beaufort  T.  Watts,  his  private  Secretary.

Oendemen  of  the  Senate 

and  Houie  of  Reprtiemtativn : 
I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  call  you  together  on  this  ooo«0aB»  tD 
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enable  the  State  to  cast  its  vote  for  Electors  of  President  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident of  the  United  States. 

Some  doubts  have  been  entertained  and  exprebsed  as  to  the  cnnstita- 
tional  power  of  the  Governor  to  call  the  Legislature  together  for  the 
purpose  alluded  to.  The  Constitution  authorizes  the  Governor  to  convene 
the  Legislature  on  extraordinary  occasions.  It  has  been  seriously  moot- 
ed, ^xhether  this  tf  an  extraordinary  occasion,  as  the  Legislature  were 
aware  of  the  contingency  that  would  happen,  and  ought  to  have  provided 
for  it.  This  may  be  the  case,  but  it  is  evident  that  no  provision  was 
made,  and  that  the  State  would  lose  its  vote  in  case  I  were  to  neglect  or 
refuse  to  call  you  together.  I  think  that  any  doubt  which  may  have 
arisen  on  the  subject  has  no  real  foundation  in  truth.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  clear  meaning  of  the  Constitution  i?,  that  the  Governor  should 
have  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  to  transact  any  business  for  the 
good  of  the  commonwealth,  which  could  not  be  transacted  at  its  regular 
session. 

Acting  under  the  belief  of  the  correctness  of  this  construction,  I  have 
called  you  together.  I  am  sustained  in  the  propriety  of  this  course  by 
the  precedent  set  by  that  able  jurist,  Ex-Governor  Johnson.  The  Act  of 
Congress,  requirinff  the  votes  for  Electors  to  be  cast  on  the  same  day 
throughout  the  United  States,  was  passed  in  January  2d,  1846,  and 
Governor  Johnson  convened  the  Legislature  on  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember, 1848.  Thus  you  will  perceive  that  two  regular  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  had  intervened  between  the  date  of  the  Act  of  Congress  and 
the  convening^  of  the  Legislature,  which  certainly  made  that  occasion  no 
more  extraordinary  than  this. 

I  think  I  am  also  sustained  in  the  course  I  have  pursued  by  the  sense 
of  the  Legislature  itself;  for  hid  any  doubts  been  entertained  by  it  as  to 
the  power  of  the  Governor  to  convene  it  for  a  purpose  like  this,  the  fail- 
ure to  make  other  provisions  for  casting  the  vote  of  the  State  would  involve 
a  neglect  of  duty,  too  flagrant  ever  to  suppose  them  capable  of. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
-which  shows  that  by  the  seventh  census  our  State  will  lose  a  member  to 
Congress. 

This  will  impose  the  necessity  of  re-dbtricting  the  State.  Whether 
you  will  perform  this  duty  now,  or  at  your  regular  session,  is  a  matter  for 
your  consideration  and  discretion. 

On  subjects  of  general  interest  to  our  State,  I  will  address  you  at  your 
regular  session.  JOHN  H.  MEANS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  TRADEWELL,  ordered  that  the  Message  with 
the  accompanying  documents,  lie  on  ^  Tahle,  and  that  the  Message  be 
printed. 

Mr.  ASHMORE,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots 
for  Door-Keeper,  reported  that  no  candidate  bad  received  a  majori^  and 
tbat,  consequently,  there  was  no  election. 

Mr.  MLDDLETON  submitted  the  ibUowing  Resolution  : 

Beiolvedf  Tbat  the  appointment  of  electon  of  President  and  Vice  Pre- 
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sident  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  to  commence  on  the  4th  of  Mareh 
next,  be  made  by  joint  ballot  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  at  12  o'clock,  M.,  on  Tuesday  the  2nd,  inst, 
as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  ratified 
on  the  23rd  of  January,  1845. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  TRADEWELL,  the  Resolution  was  amended,  bj 
adding  the  following : 

Resolred,  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  asking  the  concurrence 
of  that  Body  in  the  foregoing  Resolution. 

The  Resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  agreed  to. 

Mr.  CLARKE  submitted  the  following  Resolution,  was  ordered  to  be 
considered  immediately,  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the 
Senate  for  concurrence : 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Session  of  the  Legislature  be  adjounaed  on 
Tuesday,  the  2nd  instant. 

Mr.  ANDERSON,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots 
cast  for  Clerk,  reported,  that  Thomas  W.  Glover  received  one  hundred 
and  six  voles,  which  is  a  majority. 

Whereupon  the  SPEAKER  announced,  that  Thomas  W.  Glover  is 
elected  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  administered  to  him 
the  constitutional  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MIDDLETON,  ordered,  that  a  Message  be  sent 
informing  the  Senate,  that  a  quorum  of  the  House  has  assembled,  and 
elec'ed  Hon.  James  Simons,  SPEAKER,  and  Thomas  W.  Glovrk, 
Clerk,  and  is  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  BEATY,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots  for 
Reading  Clerk,  reported,  that  no  Candidate  had  received  a  majority,  and 
that,  consequently,  there  is  no  election. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MIDDLETON,  the  House  was  adjourned  at  48 
minutes  past  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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At  the  hour  to  which  the  House  was  adjourned  the  Clerk  called  the 
roll,  when  the  SPEAKER  took  the  Chair,  and  a  quorum  being  present, 
the  Journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  BOYLSTON,  the  House  reconsidered  the  vote  ta- 
ken yesterday,  referring  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  recent  election  in  St 
Bartholomew's  to  a  select  Committee  of  five ;  and  the  same  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections. 
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Mr.  MIDDLETON  submitted  the  following  Resoluiions  which  were 
ordered  to  be  considered  immedialely,  were  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence : 

Resolved,  That  the  presiding  officer  of  each  Branch  of  the  General 
AsseoQbly  do  issue  lo  the  Clerks  of  their  respective  Houses,  a  pay  bill  for 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  to  each  of  the  other  officers  of  each  House  a 
pay  bill  for  the  same  pay  and  mileage  as  are  allowed  to  the  members  of 
ihe  General  Assembly — the  same  to  be  compensation  for  the  services  of 
each  of  said  officers  during  the  present  extra  Session. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  be  authorized  to  issue  to 
the  Librarian  a  pay  bill  for  ihe  per  diem  pay  allowed  a  member,  as  com- 
pensation to  said  Librarian  for  his  services  during  the  present  Session.

I  feel  it  my  duty,  officially,  to  announce  to  you  the  deaths  of  two  of 
our  most  illustrious  statesmen,  Henry  Clay  and  Daniel  Webster,  which 
have  occurred  since  your  last  meeting. 

Thus,  in  the  space  of  three  short  years,  have  passed  away  from  the 
stage  of  action  three  of  the  greate<t  names  that  have  ever  adorned  the 
history  of  our  country.  Calhoun,  Clay,  and  Webster,  were  names  which 
were  upon  every  lip,  for  praise  or  blame,  according  to  the  peculiar  politi- 
cal tenets  of  those  who  pronounced  ihem.  They  were  the  shining  stars 
of  our  Republic.  One  by  one  they  have  been  extinguished,  as  though 
they  were  not  permitted  to  shine  but  in  conjunction.  While  we  mourn 
the  loss  of  our  own  Calhoun,  we  should  not  withhold  our  homage  to  the 
intellectual  power  and  worth  of  his  great  compeers,  or  refuse  to  mingle 
our  tears  with  Kentucky  or  Massachusetts  o'er  the  tombs  of  their  favorite 
sons.  Differing,  it  is  true,  upon  the  agitating  subjects  of  the  day,  now 
that  the  grave  has  closed  over  them,  we  should  forget  whatever  of  frailty 
was  incident  to  their  mortality,  and  only  remember  them  as  the  great  in- 
tellectual lights  which  shed  a  halo  of  glory  around  the  history  of  our 
common  country.

This  House  respectfully  informs  the  Senate  that  a  qaomm  has  assembled, 
and  is  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business.

Mr.  DRAYTON  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows : 

Mr.  President:  It  becomes  my  painful  daty  to  announce  the  death  of  mj 
predecessor.  Col.  Binjavin  O.  Allston,  kte  a  member  of  this  body  from 
8t  Luke's  Parish. 

Col  Allston  died  suddenly  in  Charleston,  on  the  20tb  of  December,  1852, 
shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

Solemn  as  death  is  at  all  seasons,  its  unexpected  approach  on  this  oocasioii 
addresses  itself  with  peculiar  sadness  to  our  sympathies.  His  deatb  was  oaly 
preceded  by  a  few  days'  indisposition.  He  had  dressed  himself  to  leave  hb 
chamber  for  exercise,  when  in  an  instant  the  dread  messenger  snmoiiODed  him 
hence  to  Judgment. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  the  emotions  of  sorrow  exhibited  when  the 
news  of  his  death  arrived  among  bis  neighbors.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  thai 
these  were  the  friends  who  could  best  appreciate  his  social  and  manly  Tirtfies, 
and  at  the  same  time  lament  him  as  the  one  erer  ready  to'  assist  or  advise. 
As  an  advocate,  a  Representative,  and  Senator  o^a  this  floor,  he  displayed 
those  great  qualifications  of  a  debater,  whioh  have  entitled  him  to  &  large 
share  of  the  public  adnsiration. 

Of  his  public  acts — of  the  measures  which  he  struggled  to  promote  at  va* 
rious  periods  of  his  eventful  political  life — I  shall  make  no  mention.  Far  be 
it  from  me,  on  an  occasion  like  this,  to  revive  the  recollection  of  long-buried 
controversies. 

Possessing  indomitable  perseverance,  he  never  faltered  in  the  pursuit  of  bis 
object.  Though  often  baffled  in  his  political  aspirations,  his  courage  never  sank 
under  defeat,  but  "  biding  his  time,"  he  marshalled  his  party  for  new  en- 
counters with  an  energy  that  knew  no  rest,  till  victory  finally  perched  upon 
his  banner,  and  gave  a  crowning  lustre  to  his  many  years  of  earnest  aod 
heated  contention.  Coming  into  power,  he  showed  himself  conciliating  and 
generous  to  old  opponents,  with  a  hand  ever  extended  to  relieve  the  neeesai- 
tons  around  him. 

At  his  last  election,  only  a  few  short  months  befbre  his  decease,  he  was 
chosen  without  opposition,  so  completely  had  he  harmonised,  during  his  first 
Senatorial  term,  the  opposing  sections  of  the  Parish, 
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A  bold  ftod  open  eompetitor,  be  met  bis  aoiagoDisfc  face  to  face,  scoraing 
the  use  of  either  subterfuge  or  trickery.  What  be  bad  to  say  be  aimomiced 
manfully;  for,  like  Oariolanos  of  old,  '*  Wbafe  the  heart  coined,  the  n^oath 
uttered."  A  maturer  age  came  to  subdue  the  fiery  impetuosity  of  an  always 
too  ardent  temperament,  and  for  many  years  be  bas  been  looked  to  as  the 
anxious  adviser  and  peace-maker  among  bis  younger  and  less  ezperieneed 
companions. 

And  now,  Mr.  President,  in  the  brief  sketcb  I  bave  made,  I  have  labored 
under  the  disadvantage  of  not  baying  bad  an  intimate  relationship,  eithet 
socially  or  poHtically,  with  tbe  departed  Senator.  What  I  bave  said,  I  am 
principally  indebted  for  to  those  tried  and  diosen  friends  wbo  enjoyed  bis  con- 
fidence, and  ever  professed  themselves  tbe  enthusiastic  admires  of  bis  cba- 
raoter. 

Mr.  DRATTON  also  offered  tbe  following  Resolutions,  wbiob  were  nnani* 
mously  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  tbe  Senate  bave  received  with  tbe  deepest 
sensibility  intelligence  of  tbe  death  of  Ool.  Bbnjamin  G.  Allston,  late  a 
member  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate,  from  a  sincere  desire  of  sbowing  every  mark 
of  respect  to  tbe  memory  of  the  deceased,  will  go  into  mourning  for  one 
month,  by  the  usual  mode  of  wearing  crape  upon  the  left  arm. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  re(][uested  to  communicate  the  foregoing  Reso- 
lutions to  tbe  family  of  the  late  Senator. 

Mr.  CARROLL  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows : 

Mb.  President  :  Until  I  entered  this  Chamber  to-day,  I  was  not  aware 
that  usage  rendered  it  proper  that  I,  as  tbe  successor  of  the  Hon.  Nathan 
L.  Gbitfin,  sbould  address  to  this  body,  a  few  words  in  commemoration  of 
bis  character  and  wortb.  I  could  bave  wisbed  that  I  bad  earlier  known  tba^ 
such  a  dnty  devolved  upon  me.  But  perhaps,  sir,  it  is  as  well.  It  requires 
no  effort  to  recall  his  wortb,  and  genuine  feeling  shuns  all  set  phrase  of 
speech.  In  tbe  profession  to.  which  he  belonged,  bis  position  was  bigb  and 
distinguished.  In  tbe  district  of  bis  residence,  be  was  encompassed  by  troops 
of  friends,  in  wbom  be  bad  inspired  unbounded  confidence,  and  they  at  all 
times  adhered  to  bim  with  a  devoted  constancy  but  rarely  exhibited.  It  ia 
no  extravagance  to  say  that  he  was  found  equal  to  every  portion  in  which  be 
was  cast  by  the  changes  and  chances  of  life.  His  energy,  his  promptness^ 
bis  shrewd  practical  sagacity,  w^e  qualities  that  gave  him  weight  and  influ- 
ence every  where.  No  man  perhi^  could  summon  up  and  marshal  his  intel-* 
lectual  forces  with  more  quickness  or  effimency.  In  all  bis^  domestic  relations 
be  was  above  reproach.  Aa  a  member  of  this  body,  bis  position  was  emi- 
nently respectable.  Not  only  was  he  known  and  conspicuous  here,  but  1  thmk 
I  may  well  add,  throughout  tiie  State;  and  in  this  House  bis  loss  wiU  be  long 
and  painfully  felt. 
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Mr.  CARROLL  ako  offered  the  following  ReeolotioDB,  whicb  were  HDtxn- 
moiiBly  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  io  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Nathan  L.  OaiVFiN,  this  HoDse 
has  soBtained  the  loss  of  a  member,  distingiiished  by  coorteoog  manDers  and 
spotless  morals ;  whose  promptness,  information  and  general  intelligenoe,  were 
eyer  regarded  as  most  yaluable  aids  in  aU  their  deliberations. 

Resolved,  That  in  token  of  their  high  respect  for  the  memory  of  the  de* 
deased,  the  members  of  this  body  will  wear  upon  the  left  arm  the  osnal  badge 
of  monming  during  the  remainder  of  the  Session. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted  by  tbe  Clerk  of 
ihu  Hoose  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

And  as  a  further  mark  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased  Senaton. 
it  was  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  to 
meet  to-morrow  at  12  o'clock.

At  the  hour  of  1  o' clocks  P.  M.,  Message  No.  1,  of  bis  Excellency  the 
Governor  was  commupicated  to  the  Senate,  and  was  read  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Caluoun,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  JRepresentaHoea : 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  assembling  again,  under  the  most 

auspicious  circumstances,  to  legislate  upon  the  affairs  of  South  Carolina,  and 

by  the  enactment  of  new  laws,  and  the  establishment  of  fresh  precedents  for 

her  future  government,  to  promote  her  moral  and  social  welfare,  improve  and 
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develop  ber  internal  resources,  and  to  increase  her  commercial  and  politioa] 
importance  among  neighboring  States  and  nations. 

Whilst  the  Constitution,  under  whose  provisions  joa  are  here  assembled, 
imposes  upon  you  that  highest  of  aH  social  responsibilities,  the  task  to  provide 
for  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  commonwealth,  upon  me  devolves  the  sub- 
ordinate obligation  to  lay  before  you,  from  time  to  time,  information  of  its 
condition,  and  to  make  such  recommendations  as  I  shall  judge  necessary  and 
expedient.  The  absence  of  a  comprehensive  political  experience  enables  me 
but  imperfectly  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  such  a  duty.  Id  inviting, 
therefore,  your  co-operation  to  the  recommendations  which  I  shall  make,  your 
vrisdom  and  experience  will  carry  into  effect  those  which  are  advantageous; 
and  for  the  rest  that  is  demanded  by  the  wants  of  the  State,  a  safer  reliance 
oannot  be  placed  than  in  that  patriotism  and  enlightened  view  of  public  policy, 
which,  under  all  circumstances,  either  in  peace  or  in  times  of  trial,  have 
characterized  your  legislation. 

The  year  which  is  past  has  been  one  of  signal  prosperity  to  the  State.  Not 
only  has  it  been  characterized  by  an  unusual  degree  of  health,  but  every  de- 
partment of  industry  exists  in  a  condition  of  thrift  and  prosperity.  Although 
the  growers  of  cotton  are  not  reaping  as  hrge  a  yield  for  their  labor  as  they 
at  on^  period  anticipated,  yet  the  present  fair  price  for  then*  staple  and  a  com- 
parative freedom  from  debt  place  the  planters  in  a  condition  of  greater  inde- 
pendence than  they  have  enjoyed  at  any  previous  time.  Their  property,  both 
real  and  persona],  is  greatly  increased  in  value,  and  fresh  sources  of  revenue 
are  opened  to  them,  by^new,  convenient,  and  more  expeditious  means  of  com- 
munication with  the  metropolis,  and  other  market  towns.  Improved  modes  of 
tillage,  and  the  importation  from  abroad  of  fertilizers  for  their  lands,  are  adding 
each  year  large  amounts  to  the  income  of  the  State,  and  are  fast  laying  the 
foundation  of  a  steady  improvement  and  permanent  wealth.  If  possible,  the 
results  of  the  year's  labor  among  the  tide- water  planters  are  even  more  flat- 
tering. The  season  has  been  free  from  flood  or  unusual  gales,  and  the  sum- 
mer rains  have  placed  at  their  disposal  an  abundance  of  fresh  water,  for  the 
luxuriant  growth  of  the  grain.  The  harvest  has  been  heavy,  and  the  high 
prices  which  their  grain  crop  at  present  commands  make  it  the  most  prosper- 
ous of  all  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State — as  indeed  it  usually  b  in  the 
absence  of  those  calamities  which  sometimes  affect  it.  In  addition  to  these 
&ct8,  in  this  summary  of  the  condition  of  the  State,  the  City  of  Chariest oo, 
exempted  as  it  has  been  during  the  summer  from  every  sort  of  epidemic,  and 
presenting  in  its  bills  of  mortality  a  condition  of  health  which  will  compare 
fevorably  with  those  of  any  city  upon  the  continent,  has  had  a  tide  of  ccm- 
meroe  poured  into  her  lap,  which  she  has  never  before  received.  Both  the 
domestic  and  foreign  importations  into  the  city  have  been  unusually  large,  and 
sales  have  already  been  effected  to  an  extent  neariy  as  great  as  in  tbe  entire 
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bnfliness  season  of  other  years.  Riulroads  leading  into  the  interior,  and  into 
regions  beyond  the  State  limits,  which  have  hitherto  been  in  the  progress  of 
eonfitniction,  are  now  performing  their  proper  functions,  and  conferring  their 
expected  benefits.  This,  together  with  the  great  heattb  of  the  city,  haa 
brought  to  her  markets  new  and  yalnable  customers,  and  the  daily  increasing 
focilities  by  rail,  to  points  still  more  dietant,  will,  at  no  remote  period,  oon- 
yert  the  present  confines  of  the  city  into  the  more  extended  limits  of  a  great 
metropolis. 

The  subjects  to  which  I  shall  chiefly  call  your  attention,  are  the  Finances 
of  the  State,  the  condition  of  the  Blue  Bidge  Bailroad  enterprise.  Pop- 
ular Edncation,  and  subjects  connected  therewith,  the  condition  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,  the  Construction  of  a  new  Capitol,  the  question  of  Boundary 
between  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  the  laws  regarding  colored  seamen* 
and  to  one  of  the  articles  of  the  Consular  convention  between  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French. 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  an  abstract  of  the  condition  of  the  finances  of 
the  State,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Bank  of  the 
State,  on  the  1st  October,  which  is  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  For  that 
period,  the  result  of  its  operations  cannot  be  otherwise  than  satisfactory. 

The  profits  of  the  Bank  during  the  year  have  amounted  to  $330,000,  ex. 
ceeding  the  profits  of  the  previous  year  $21,594  93.  From  these  profits 
have  been  paid  the  interest  on  the  Fire  Loan  debt,  8100,963,  and  the  balance 
carried  to  the  sinking  fund  amounts  to  $229,037.  The  account  exhibits  a 
larger  balance  than  usual ;  but  the  Bank  has  advanced  to  contractors  for 
arms,  &;c.,  about  $51,000,  which  is  a  set-off  against  this  balance.  The  sum 
of  $75,500  has  also  been  advanced  to  the  Greenville  Railroad  Company, 
which  is  the  amount  of  assessment  on  the  stock  held  by  the  State  in  that 
Company,  and  which,  if  paid  by  the  State,  will  make  a  further  reduction  of  a 
cash  balance  in  the  Treasury.  The  Bank  holds  the  notes  of  the  Company, 
with  security,  for  the  amount  of  the  advance.

In  addition  to  the  funded  debt  due  by  the  State,  there  is  due  to  the  Bank 
the  sum  of  $177,691  22  for  cash  paid  to  the  South  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany, when  $25  per  ^haro  on  the  stock  of  that  Company  was  called  in.  As 
the  whole  par  yalue  of  the  stock  is  set  down  among  the  assets  of  the  State, 
it  is  necessary  to  notice  this  debt  in  an  estimate  of  her  finances. 

The  item  of  $51,000  advanced  to  contractors  for  supplying  arms  jodet 
contracts  made  by  the  late  Board  of  Ordnance,  previous  tg  its  abolishment  at 
the  last  session,  was  pai4  by  the  Bank  upon  a  representation  of  the  £aeta  of 
the  case  from  this  department. 

The  late  Board  of  Ordnance  was  empowered,  under  the  act  providing  fcr 
the  military  defence  of  the  State,  passed  in  1851,  to  make  contracts  for  ams 
and  munitions  of  war  to  the  extent  of  $300,000.  The  BoarcCduring  its  ex- 
istence, made  contracts  to  the  full  extent  of  the  appropriation ;  and  all  moneys 
due  contractors  were  drawn  .by  orders  from  the  Executive  upon  tbe  Treasurr. 
Io  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  tbe  duties  of  my  office,  I  found  the  babnee 
of  $51,000  still  due,  and  all  of  the  contracts  fulfilled  according  Io  stipulatioos. 
I  accordingly  gave  a  draft;  upon  the  Treasurer  for  a  portion  of  the  amoont 
0tiU  due ;  but  that  officer  did  not  regard  himself  authorized  by  law  to  pay  tbe 
drafl,  as  no  especial  authority  had  been  given  to  the  Executive  to  draw  fui^ 
fbt  this  purpose  after  the  Ordnance  Board  had  been  abolished.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  presented  the  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  Preeident  of 
the  Bank,  and  advised  tbe  payment  of  theso  sums  by  the  Bank,  in  order  to 
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avoid  the  injury  wbich  would  inevitablj  result  to  a  portion  of  tbe  contractors 
with  the  State,  and  great  embarraHsmeDt  to  all  of  them.  The  President,  with 
his  accustomed  liberality  of  views,  at  once  acceded  to  my  wishes,  and  by  his 
timely  relief,  prevented  much  distress,  if  not  positive  ruin,  to  deserving  indi- 
viduals who  had  been  fostered  into  existence  by  the  State  as  manufacturers  of 
arms.  I  trust  that  the  course  which  has  been  pursued  will  meet  with  the  ap. 
proval  of  the  Legislature. 

By  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Rail  Road  Company, 
passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  the  guarantee  of  the  State  upon  the 
bonds  of  the  Company,  to  the  extent  of  $1,250,000  was  secured,  upon 
the  following  conditions  :  First,  that  $500,000  should  be  previously  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Blue  Ridge  Rail  Road  Company, 
in  South  Carolina,  by  responsible  persons,  companies  or  corporations. 
Secondly,  that  such  suLscriptions  should  be  made,  or  aid  furnished  to  the 
Rail  Road  Companies  in  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  designed  to 
connect  with  that  portion  of  the  Road  lying  in  this  State,  as  would  give 
reasonable  assuranpe  of  the  construction  of  the  said  North  Carolina  and 
Tennessee  Roads.  These  conditions  have  been  complied  with.  The 
City  of  Charleston  has  subscribed  $500,000  to  that  portion  of  the  Road 
lying  within  this  State ;  and  Messrs.  Anson  Bangs  and  Co.  have  contrtict- 
ed  for  the  consfruction  of  the  entire  Road,  from  Anderson,  in  this  State, 
to  Knoxville,  in  Tennessee,  which  renders  the  connection  not  only  rea- 
sonably assured,  but  as  certain  as  any  enterprise  of  such  an  extent  can 
be.  By  the  terms  of  this  agreement  the  contractors  are  to  receive  in 
payment  one  half  in  cash,  and  the  other  half  in  capital  stock  and  mort- 
gaged bonds  of  the  Company.  By  this  mode  of  payment,  (he  ultimate 
estimated  cost  of  the  Road  is  trought  much  more  nearly  within  the 
scope  of  the  resources  of  the  Company  than  is  usual  in  enterprises  of 
such  magnitude.  At  rates  agreed  upon  with  contractors,  the  entire  cost 
of  the  Road,  from  Anderson  to  Knoxville,  in  Tennessee,  together  witb 
necessary  appurtenances,  including  interest  accruing  upon  the  bonds  of 
the  Company  until  the  completion  of  the  Road,  will  amount  to  the  sum 
of  about  $7,500,000.  To  meet  this  outlay,  the  Company  estimate  their 
resources  as  follows,  viz :

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It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  the  means  of  the  Company  will  fall  slwrt  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  about  $800,000. 

This  enterprise  is  undoubtedly   ihe  wisest  and  the  greatest  which  has 
ever  been  projected  in  this  Slat©,  and  the  ultimate  results  will  he  as  bene- 
ficial to  her  interest  proporlionably,  as  the  great  Western  lines  of  Road  w 
Kow  York,  or  the  B;iltimore  and    Ohio  Rail  Road  now  are  to  each  of 
those  cities  respectively,  and  commenced  under  circumstances  much  more 
favorable  to  its  completion.     It  is  a  more  important   measure  than  the 
proposed  Charleston,  Lt)uisville  and  Cincinnati  Rail  Road,  l>ecause  it  is  i 
shorter  route  embracing  all  the  advantages  o(  the  other,  and  is  less  liable 
to  the  diversions  of  trade  from  the  valleys  beyond  the  Alleghanies,  ouinf 
to  its  peculiar  location.     By  an  arrangement  shortly  to  be  consummatec, 
the  Charters   granted  in  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and   Tennessee,  wl 
have  all  their  privileges  ceded  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Rail  Road  Company  la 
South  Carolina.  80  that  the  latter  named   corporation  will  exercise  enure 
control  over  the  affairs  of  the  whole  line  of  Road.     By   this  it  will  be 
seen   that  all  means   have  been   adopted    to  give  security  to   whatever 
capital  the  State,  or  citizens  within  the  Stnte,  may  contribute  to  this  great 
work,  by   confining  the  control  of  its  affairs  altogether  within  our  own 
borders.     To  perpetuate  this  power  is  in   the   highest  degree  desirable 
It  will  give  to  the  State  the  indefeasible  right  to  a  Rail  Road  commumcap 
tion  from  Knoxville,  in  Tennessee,  to  Charleston,  and  the  exclusive  power 
to  control  and   manage  the  affjiirs  of  this  Company  :  thus  establishing  w 
perpetuity  a  highway   of  trade  and  travel  from  the  remote  West,  to  ow 
own  seaports,  the  value  and  importance  of  which  can  hardly  be  estimated. 
In  addition  to  these  results  from  abroad,  the  effects  of  such  a  highway 
of  trade  and  travel  through  the  State  will  exercise  a  great  influence  opofi 
her  internal  prosperity.     The  improvement  of  the  upper  portions  of  the 
Stale,  the  increase  in  the  value  of  property,  the  many  increased  facilities 
it  will  give  for  commerce — the  employment  of  their  labor  in  coDst^o^ 
tion,  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  among  them  for  material  and  mecbanh 
cal  skill,  and  the  increased  value  that  will  be  given  to  Stock  in  Rail  Road 
Companies  already  in  existence,  in  wliich  the  State  also  is  largely  ittte* 
rested,  are  considerations  which  must  influence  your  calm  judgment  to 
promote  by  every  safe  and  judicious  means  the  successful  accoraplishtneol 
of  this  great  work. 

By  the  communication  which  was  established  by  the  Charter  betweefl 
this  Department  and  the  Blue  Ridge  Rail  Road  Company,  I  bare  been 
enabled  to  ascertain,  that  by  the  terms  of  contract  between  Messrs.  Bang* 
&  Co.,  the  work  was  to  be  commenced  on  the  first  of  this  month— aw 
that  a  large  portion  of  the  surveys  are  completed  and  found  to  present 
fewer  obstacles  than  was  at  first  supoosed — a  location  has  been  to^ 
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for  tunnelling  the  Blue  Ridge,  and  work  allotted  to  contractors, — that 
iheir  preliminary  arranfrements  are  in  a  state  of  forwardness, — that  the 
Districts  through  which  the  Road  will  pass  in  this  State  will  abundantly 
supply  all  the  necessary  lai)or,— that  the  citizens  both  in  this  State  and 
beyond  it  have  with  extraordinary  unanimity  ceded  the  right  of  way 
without  compensation. — and  that  every  circumstance  lends  favorably  to 
an  early  and  thorough  completion  of  this  enterprise,  which  was  projected  ^ 
by  the  President  and  Company  with  so  much  patriotism  and  zeal,  and 
prosecuted  with  such  signal  industry  and  ability. 

I  have  thus  laid  before  you  at  8on»e  length,  but  as  briefly  as 
possible,  all  the  facts  in  my  possession  with  regard  to  the  condition  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  Rtiilroad  enterprise*  I  now  recommend  that  the  State 
subscribe  to  the  capital  Stock  of  the  Company  the  sum  of  $750,000,  in. 
order  to  put  the  enterprise  beyond  the  reach  of  ordinary  reverses,  and 
in  this  way  to  secure  to  the  citizens  residing  in  this  State  the  control  of  a 
majority  of  the  Stock  of  the  Company,  in  reference  to  the  contingencies 
which  may  frequently  arise,  yrhere  the  trade  and  commerce  is  to  be  con- 
trolled for  our  benefit.  Nor  would- such  a  step  be  unusual  or  partial, 
since  the  Legislature  has  not  only  pxtendcd  important  aid  to  Ratl^  Roads 
constructed  entirely  within  the  State;  but  tb  Roads  which  have  been  pro- 
jected beyond  its  limits,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Charleston,  Louisville  and 
Cincinnati  Rail  Road,  and  in  the  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Rail  Road. 
The  endorsement  of  the  Bonds  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Rail  Road  Company 
cannot  be  regarded  as  a  subscription,  for  it  is  totally  dissimilar  in  its 
character,  and  far  less  beneficial  in  its  operation.  In  the  one  case  the 
State  becomes  a  copartner,  and  risks  her  capital  and  awaits  the  distant 
returns  of  dividends  ;  in  the  latter  Case  she  simply  makes  herself  Kable  as 
an  endorser,  and  takes  the  first  mortgage  on  the  property  of  the  Stock- 
holders to  secure  herself  against  the  possibility  of  loss. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  important  meaisure  which  I  shall  bring  to  your 
consideration,  is  the  reformation  of  the  present  system  of  Public  Lislruc- 
tion  in  the  State. 

If,  as  has  been  frequently  stated,  education  is  the  cheap  defence  of 
nations,  and  :he  permanence  of  r'»pu^)lican  institutions  depends  upon  the 
enlightenraentof  their  citizens,  you  have  but  little  secutity  for  the  prosperity 
and  happiness  you  now  enjoy.  Education  has  been  provided  by  the 
Legislature  but  for  one  class  of  the  citiZ(n»s  of  the  State,  which  is  the 
^vealthy  class.  For  the  middle  and  poorer  classes  of  society  it  has  done 
nothing,  since  no  organized  system  has  been  adopted  for  that  purpose. 
You  have  appropriated  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  annually  to  Free 
Schools,  but  under  the  present  mode  of  applying  it,  that  liberality  is  really 
the  profusion  of  the  prodigal  rather  than  the  judicious  generosity  which 
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confers  real  benefit  *  Tbe  few  who  are  edacaU*d  at  the  pubHc  expeuem 
those  excellent  and  tmlj  useful  insutations,  the  Arsenal  and  Cuadci 
Academies,  fbrm  almost  the  only  exception  to  the  truth  of  this  reimii 
No  State  can  boast  of  nobler  institutions  than  the  South  Carolina  Colkge 
and  the  Military  Schools.  One  has  already  conferred  untold  henefiuoi 
the  State.  In  it  have  been  nurtured  for  half  a  oentury  most  of  the  diaru- 
ter  and  genius  of  South  CaroMna,  and  it  is  now  sustaining  her  repotatkm 
for  scholarship  and  int^ect, — the  others  are  dispensing  such  sdentificaiul 
practical  knowledge  as  becomes  more  sensibly  felt  each  succeedmg  ^wj. 
Both  ought  to  receive,  as  every  way  worthy,  a' continuation  of  your  eve 
and  benefactions.  But  still  there  is  wanting  a  system  of  public  instmcdoi, 
which  will  educate  better,  and  in  greater  number  the  youth  of  tbe  State  of 
all  classes  of  her  populatiour  It  should  not  be  an  ele^nosynary  pniier  to 
those  whose  pride  and  ignorance  make  them  either  reject  the  gift,  or 
rec^ye  it  without  benefit  or  gratitude,  but  rather  a  fountain  flowing  fer 
all^  at  wbioh  they  may  freely  partake.  Upon  the  same  school  forms  asd 
by  the  same  masters  should  be  taught  the  elements  of  education  to  all  tbe 
'  youths  of  the  State;  and  let  those  whose  tastea  or  means  enable  them  te 
do  so,  pursue  those  other  avenues  of  knowledge  which  will  lead  tbeco 
to  a  more  ambitious  eminence,  *id  a  wider  field  of  display.  But  let  tlie 
basis  of  tho  education  of  the  young  of  the  State  be  laid  in  her  pnmrj 
schools.  This  will  afibrd  that  patroimge  which  is  necessary  for  the  ssp 
port  of  any  system.  It  will  not  be  done  immediately  ;  hut  by  pursuing  a 
judicious  design  to  be  carried  into  effect  by  capable  individuals,  this  end 
will  be  ultimately  accomplished. 

Such  a  design  does  not  preclude  the  existence  of  priFate  schooU 
Extend  instruction  and  the  more  instruction  will  be  required.  Fiote 
this  barrier  of  prejudice  and  ignorance,  which  refuses  all  approach  to  tke 
adoption  of  better  views  of  public  instruction,  and  for  one  school  alread; 
established,  fifty  will  spring  into  existence.  Ten  years  ago  twenty  tbou- 
sand  adults,  besides  children,  were  unable  to  read  and  write  in  Sootb 
Carolina.  Has  our  Free  School  system  dispelled  any  of  this  ignortnoel 
Are  there  not  reasonable  fears  to  be  entertained  that  the  number  hm 
increased  since  that  period  ?  Are  generations  to  come  and  go,  and  stiU 
see  no  improvemoit  in  the  education  of  the  humble  portionof  your  popu- 
lation ?  If  no  change  is  effected  with  increasing  commerce,  with  1300 
miles  of  Rail  Road,  with  your  machinery,  with  your  u  aim  proved  landsi 
who  are  to  be  your  merchants,  engineers,  m^M^nista  and  mechanics,  tod 
your  farmers  1 

A  reformation  in  pi^blic  instructioa,  if  any  be  made,  cannot  be  efieded 
directly  by  yourselves^  It  must  be  done  by  your  agents.  I  recomiaeDd 
to  you  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of£ducation|  atwi  the  appoiatmeitof 
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a  Gommissionet' of  Public  Instruction,  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  gather  facts 
wth  regard  to  this  State,  and  thoroughly  inform  himself  upon  the  systems 
of  such  other  governments  as  educate  their  people  best,  and  report  the 
result  of  his  labors  to  the  Board  or  Commission,  who  together  shall  digest 
»  plan  to  be  submitted  to  you  for  ratification  or  rejeclion.  Pay  them 
either  by  an  appropriation,  or  by  a  per  centage  from  the  Free  School 
Fund. 

The  Board  I  suggest  shall  be  appointed  by  yoti ;  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Instruction  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees  of  the  South  Carolina 
College,  by  and  with  the  assent  of  the  Executive. 

Accompanying  this  communication  is  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the 
South  Carolina  College  upon  the  subject  of  Public  Education,  which 
contains  views  so  well  considered  and  able  as  to  induce  me  to  lay  it  before 
you  with  the  hope  that  you  mtiII  give  it  such  attention  as  ihe  importance 
of  the  subject  demands. 

The  subject  of  Medical  Education  is  one  which  1  think  should  engage 
your  attention,  and  receive,  as  germain  to  a  general  system  of  education 
within  the  State,  a  portion  of  your  care  and  assistance.  Nor  is  this  an 
unimportant  part  of  such  a  system.  Occppying  as  we  do  a  region  which 
18  not  exempt  from  malarious  influences,  we  should  be  particularly  inte- 
rested In  all  those  means  by  which  the  natural  influences  of  the  climate 
can  to  some  extent  be  obviated,  a  knowledge  which  is  best  acquired  in 
latitudes  in  which  those  diseases  are  most  prevalent. 

It  is  doubtless  known  to  yon  that  about  thirty  years  ago  the  first  effort 
was  made  to  build  up  and  atistain  a  Medical  College  within  the  borders 
of  our  own  Slate,  and  thereby  to  offer  to  our  young  men  the  means  of 
acquiring  at  home-a  medical  education  as  thorough  and  complete  as  they 
could  obtain  '  abroad.  Theto  were  valid  reasons  why  this  effort  should 
be  made;  and  subsequent  experience  has  afforded  the  most  convincing 
proof  of  the  deep  interest  our  people  and  State  should  feel  in  the  success 
of  such  an  enierprise.  Thus  far  the  Medical  College  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  has  grown  steadily  in  prosperity  and  reputation,  until  it 
has  obtained  in  point  of  respectability  an  equal  footing  with  the  most  re- 
flpectable  of  similar  institutions  in  the  United  States.  For  this  success  it 
has  been  mainly  indebted  to  the  Zealand  untiringefforts  of  its  Professors; 
for  whilst  other  States  have  been  most  munificent  in  cherishing  their  Med- 
ical Institutions,  South  Carolina,  although  she  has  done  something,  haa 
fallen  far  behind  most  of  the  States  of  the  Confederacy.  In  this  age  of 
active  competition,  the  absence  of  adequate  means  has  placed  that  Institu- 
tion at  great  disad  /antage,  and  at  the  present  moment  especially,  when 
the  rapid  advaiiceraent  of  science,  growing  out  of  the  daily  development 
of  new  truths,  forms  more  multifarious  and  complex  processes  of  investi- 
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gadon,  the  appliances  necessary  in  a  thorougk  system  of  education  anJ 
illustration  have  become  so  numerous  and  expensive,  as  to  be  entirtlj 
beyond  the  limited  resources  of  a  Faculty  dependent  exclusively  upon 
the  fees  of  the  students  for  their  inadequate  compensation.  This  natural 
wear  and  tear  of  property  and  of  their  means  of  illustration  already  ai 
command,  impose  an  additional  burden  upoa  the  Professors,  which  they 
cannot  well  sustain. 

I  herewith  present  a  memorial  from  the  Medical  College  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  which  sets  forth  more  in  detail  the  necessity  of  an  ap- 
peal for  State  aid ;  not  only  for  reasons  already  given,  but  for  others 
which  are  therein  clearly  and  forcibly  stated.  Not  the  least  importani 
among  them  is  a  necessity  for  the  repairs  of  their  edifice,  and  increasing  iu 
convenience  by  enlargement.  I  cordially  recommend  au  appropriatioa 
for  the  required  aid. 

The  State  makes  provision  annually  for  the  education  of  one  of  tike 
youths  from  the.  Charleston  Orphan  House,  to  be  selected  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, This  liberality  on  your  part  has  already  been  extended  to  seve 
ral  young  men,  whose  subsequent  advancement  and  usefulness  ia 
life  have  proven  the  [wisdom  of  your  benefaction.  Through  me  the 
commissioners  now  ask  that  provision  may  be  m<ade  by  you  for  the  eJu- 
cation  of  another  youth  upon  the  same  conditions  as  in  the  other  ca^e.  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  adding  my  recommendation  to  their  request- 

I  shall  now  proceed  lo  lay  before  you  a  subject  which  will  engag* 
your  judgment,  as  well  as  interest  your  sympathies. 

Undoubtedly  among  the  first  duties  of  government  are  to  legislate  for 
the  security  of  life  and  property,  and  the  protection  of  morals.  Next  in 
order  is  the  education  of  all  classes  of  citizens, — the  third  is  to  make  pro- 
vision for  those  who  by  natural  or  other  infirmities  are  unable  to  «are 
properly  for  themselves  in  the  aflfairs  of  life.  Among  all  nations  the  per* 
formance  of  this  latter  obligation  is  regarded  as  the  highest  evidence  of 
enlightenment  and  civilization.  Those  who  are  selected  by  their  fellow 
men  by  reason  of  their  superiority  of  intellect  to  provide  for  all  their  social 
and  political  wants,  ought  surely  to  be  such  as  are  most  regardfiil  of  the 
condition  of  that  class  of  society  from  whom  the  light  of  intelligence  aud 
reason  has  been  removed,  and  who  are  already  the  most  unhappy  of 
mankind. 

In  the  year  1821,  when  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  of  this  Stale  was 
establishf'd,  the  arrangements  made  for  its  inmates,  were  far  in  advance  of 
those  ofany  similar  institution,  not  only  in  this  country,  but  in  Eumj^. 
In  it  the  system  of  coercion  was  abolished  to  a  greater  extent  than  any 
other  similar  establishment;  the  personal  comforts  of  the  patients  more 
amply   provided  for ;  and  the  whole  system   as  formerly   adopted  in  ihe 
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Bicetre  and  Salpetriere,  where  the  insane  were  regarded  as  condemned 
felons  or  brutes,  was  superseded  by  a  more  gentle  and  humane  treatment 
But  since  that  period,  whilst  this  institution,  from,  the  character  of  the 
building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  patients,  together  with  its  unfa- 
vorable location  and  the  limited  estient  of  the  grounds  about  it,  has  from 
necessity  remained  stationary,  others,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe, 
have  left  it  far  behind  in  the  improvements  which  science  and  experience 
have  suggested  ;  and  they  now  present  us  in  turn  examples  from  which 
our  own  system  can  be  greatly  ameoded. 

I  have  made  it  a  portion  of  my  public  duty  to  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  State  Asylum  for  lunatics,  and  the  result  of  my  observation 
has  been  to  recommend  to  you  a  thorough  change  from  all  the  present 
arrangements.  Provision  is  made  only  for  120  patients — against  about 
400  lunatics,  which  are  estimated  as  the  number  in  the  State  *'P^e 
accommodations,  therefore,  are  too  small;  and  the  duties,  of  legislation* ' 
upon  this  subject  will  be  but  imperfectly  discharged  as  long  a?  there  ^^ 
remains  a  single  lunatic-  within  her  limits  unprovided  for.  The  situation  *• 
is  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Columbia,  exposing 
the  inmates,  without  the  possibility  of  avoiding  the  difficulty,  to  all  the 
noise  and  bustle  which  prevails  in  a  city,  thus  defeating  very  often  all 
the  regulations  for  their  perfect  repose  by  the  Physician  and  Supeririten- 
dent  A  location  in  the  country,  surrounded  by  a  farm  and  gardens,  with 
other  conveniences  of  air  and  exercise,  are  regarded  as  indispensable  to  a 
proper  treatment  of  maladies  of  the  mind.  These  advantages  cannot  be 
had  in  its  present  position,  nor  can  there  ever  be  a  sufficient  increase  of 
accommodation  from  the  limited  extent  of  the  grounds,  as  will  meet  with 
the  present  wants,  still  less  for  those  in  the  future. 

The  construction  of  the  edifice  is  altogether  defective.  The  population 
within  are  so  thrown  together  as  to  prevent  any  thing  like  a  classification 
of  the  patients.  The  refined  and  sensitive,  more  alive  perhaps,  to  uncon- 
genial associations,  than  persons  of  sound  mind,  are  from  necessity  made 
to  associate  to  some  extent  with  those  who  by  their  misfortunes  have 
descended  to  the  lowest  thoughts  and  habits  possible  for  human  beings; 
80  that  from  this  cause  many  patients  of  the  former  class  are  under  the 
necessity  of  being  provided  for  by  their  friends  without  the  State,  in 
institutions  which  are  more  judiciously  arranged.  The  basement, 
which  was  intended  for  patients  of  a  certain  description,  and  which 
is  perliaps  one  of  the  most  important  portions  of  the  structure,  from 
its  excessive  dampness,  and  wretched  ventilation,  is  totally  unfitted  for 
habitation.  The  dormitories  al:?o,  or  rather  cells,  for  they  can  hardly 
be  dignified  with  a  name  implying  convenience  and  comfort,  are  not  large 
enough  for  a  person  in  health,  still  less  are  they  adapted  to  a  class  who, 
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from  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  their  disease,  require  a  greater  amount  of 
pure  ^r.  Their  dimensions  are  six  feet  by  eight  and  ten  feet  in  }\eigk 
affording  only  384  cubic  feet  of  air,  which  by  persons  scientifically  and 
practically  acquainted  with  the  treatment  of  insanity  is  regarded  as  but 
little  more  than  half  enough. 

From  the  confined  limits  of  the  grounds,  and  the  necessity  for  (resb  ur 
and  exercise  for  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  permission  has  been  given  to 
a  portion  of  them  to  walk  on  the  public  highway  and  in  the  streets  uBder 
oareful  restrictions ;  but  such  liberty  has  always  been  attended  witb  re- 
sults so  unpleasant  and  injurious,  that  the  authorities  have  been  forced  to 
limit  their  movements  to  circumscribed  courts  of  a  single  acre  of  ground, 
where  iflO  patients  are  assembled,  and  so  shut  in  by  building  and  wall  as 
almost  to  exclude  from  them  the  pure  air  of  heaven,  and  hide  from  thor 
Vigwjts  blue  sky. 
*'  4  /The. institution  has  been  managed,  in  my  opinioB,  with  great  judgment 
;*^*and  Aility.     I  believe  that  no  body  of  Regents  in  any  Asylum  are  more 
*  A*  able,  dVenlightened  in  their  views,  than  those  who  preside  over  the  affairs 
^        of  thisw*    I  believe  them  to  be  active  and  benevolent  in  the  discharge  of 
*tliei|*  liuties.     So  also  with  the  Physician   and  Superintendent    They 
ma\e  thh  best  use  of  the  means  and  appliances  which  are  afforded  tbcm. 
But  under  more  favourable  legislation  at  your  hands  they  can  acVieTe 
more.     It  is  an  ascertained  fact  that  in  a  properly  constructed  building, 
located  in  the  country,  with  sufficient  area  of  ground  about  it,  and  other 
advantages  known  to  scientific  men,  that  the  rate  of  cure  is  about  fifty  to 
sixty  per  cent.     Under  circumstances  the  reverse  of  these,  the  rate  is  only 
about  22  per  cent.     Is  not  this  then  an  occasion  for  the  exercise  of  yonr 
beneficent  and  liberal  interposition  1 

I  submit  to  you,  therefore,  the  propriety  of  removing  the  Asylnra  to 
some  convenient  and  healthy  country  location  near  the  town,  and  givete 
the  insane  a  habitation  constructed  upon  newer  and  better  principles 
which  shall  be  to  them  a  comfortable  and  agreeable  residence,  where  thcif 
happiness  and  health  can  be  promoted  by  a  proper  classification  with  other 
great  advantages.  Enable  them  to  enjoy  the  fresh  air,  the  sky,  and  the 
recreation  to  be  derived  from  the  cultivation  of  trees  and  flowers,  and  to 
See  nature  i»  her  thousand  pleasant  forms.  Enable  their  guardians  tow* 
duce  them  to  take  an  interest  in  surrounding  agreeable  objects,  and  insen- 
sibly to  woo  their  minds  from  the  contemplation  of  the  secret  sources  of 
their  own  excited  fancies,  artd  by  promoting  their  innocent  and  admissible 
pleasures  prevent  them  from  brooding  in  hopeless  despondency  upon  that 
chaos  of  ideas,  which  momentary  gleams  of  intelligence  only  serve  to 
make  more  terrible  to  them. 

During  the  past  year,  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  aporobriated  by  pwto 
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enlarge  the  Asylum.  A  portion,  I  believe  al)OUt  913,000,  has  been  ex- 
pended in  providing  temporary  accooimodalions  without  the  walls.  A 
moderate  appropriation  by  the  State,  annually,  with  the  sum  already  in 
the  hands  of  the  Regents,  will,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  erect  new  and 
improved  buildings,  in  a  situation  better  adapted  to  the  ends  in  view. 
When  such  a  new  building  has  been  made  to  progress  towards  comple* 
tion,  the  State  can  be  refunded  to  the  extent  of  a  portion  of  its  outlc^y  by 
the  sale  of  the  present  Asylum  property,  which  is  valuable  and  becoming 
more  so,  .daily,  wiih  the  increase  in  the  value  of  real  estate  in  the  town. 

At  your  last  session  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  made  for  the 
continuation  of  the  construction  of  the  new  Capitol,  and  during  the  past 
year  the  work  has  progressed  to  an  extent  commensurate  with  the 
amount  appropriated.  The  plans  have  all  been  perfected  by  the  skill  of 
a  competent  architect,  who  has  also  the  supervision  with  the  commission 
of  the  whole  work.  Ample  and  convenient  arrangcmetit^  are  made  for 
all  the  departments  of  the  Slate  Government,  and  the  building,  when  com- 
pleted will  be  one  of  the  most  elegant,  commodious  and  desirable  in  the 
Union.  Every  improvement  which  modern  skill  has  devised  has  been 
incorporated  in  the  plans.  The  granite  of  which  it  is  constructed  is  found 
in  great  abundance  convenient  to  the  work.  If  completed  upoh  the  plans 
already  determined  upon,  (at  a  cost  in  my  judgment  by  no  means  unrea- 
sonablo,)  this  edifice  will  be  fresh  In  its  massive  strength  and  beauty  when 
many  generations  shall  have  passed  away,  and  will  remain  for  ages  a 
monument  of  your  taste,  State  pride,  and  liberality.  I  recommend  such 
liberal  appropriations  as  will  warrant  an  active  and  energetic  prosecution 
of  the  work,  and  insure  it^  early  completion. 

At  the  last  session  of  Ihe  Legislature,  the  Grdvemor,  m  connection  with 
the  Attorney  General,  was  directed  to  take  such  steps  to  protect  the  rights 
and  jurisdiction  of  South  Carolina,  in  the  controversy  now  pending  be- 
tween Georgia  and  this  State  upon  the  subject  of  boundary,  as  they  might 
deem  necessary.  In  conformity  with  these  instructions,  the  Attorney 
General  addressed  a  full  and  able  argument  to  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Georgia,  in  reply  to  a  communication  from  him  to  my  immediate 
predecessor,  in  which  the  rights  of  this  State  to  the  thread  of  the  stream 
of  the  Savannah  River,  following  the  most  Northern  branch  as  the  true 
boundary  between  the  States,  are  clearly  set  forth.  I  am  now  confirmed 
in  the  opinion  of  the  equity  of  this  view  of  the  case,  since  by  examining 
a  certified  copy  of  the  original  charter  of  1732,  and  other  records  among 
the  archives  of  this  State,  I  find  the  express  language  which  this  State 
claims  to  have  been  used  in  the  original  charter,  and  under  which  our 
title  is  urged. 

This  State  has  a  right  to  rely  upon  the  following  as  conclusive  in  the 
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controversy: — 1st,  the  words  of  the  Georgia  charter  of  1732,  as  given  by 
Whilakcr's  Report  in  17JG,  and  half  a  century  hiter  by  Watkins,  and  & 
copy  of  the  original  charter,  certified  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  ainl 
now  among  the  archives  of  this  State;  2nd,  the  convention  of  Bt-aufort 
in  1787 ;  3rd,  the  Constitution  of  Georgia  in  1797,  defining  her  own 
boundaries. 

I  perceive  by  the  late  Message  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Cobb,  tbat 
be  recommends  to  the  Leglslttture  of  Georgia  to  submit  the  que>tion  of 
boundary  between  the  States  for  final  settlement  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  in  compliance  with  a  proposition  from  the  Attorney 
General  of  this  State.  I  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of  assenting  tosucli 
a  reference  as  the  most  complete  mode  by  which  a  final  settlement  of  ibis 
question  can  be  effected. 

In  the  last  Annual  Message  of  my  immediate  predecessor,  a  communi- 
cation was  made  to  you  in  regard  to  certain  proceedings  instituted  by  lier 
Britannic  Majesty's  Consul,  with  a  view  to  test  the  validity  of  the  laws  of 
South  Carolina  regulating  the  admission  of  colored  searnen  into  the  Port 
of  Charleston.  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  both  of  the  cases  t  hen  referral 
to,  that  of  Manuel  Pereira,  and  of  Reuben  Roberts,  have  been  settled. 

The  case  of  Pereira  was  placed  on  the  Docket  of  the  Court  of  Apjwals 
in  Charleston  at  the  January  term  of  the  present  year,  and  was  consiJcred 
by  the  Court,  which  refut^ed  to  hear  argument  on  the  merits  of  the  ca^e, 
and  didmis?ed  the  appeal  on  the  ground  that  Pereira  being  already  at 
liberty,  Habeas  Corpus  could  not  be  prosecuted  in  his  behalf. 

The  case  o£  Reuben  Roberts  vs.  J.  D.  Yates,  instituted  in  the  FeJeral 
Court,  came  up  /or  trial  at  the  Spring  terrh  of  that  Court,  Judge  Gilchrist 
presiding  alone.  In  tho  charge,  the  Court  sustained  tl>e  validity  of  lie 
law,  and  a  verdict  was  rendered  for  the  defendant.  An  appeal  was  hau 
to  the  Supreme  Court  at  Washington,  but  in  July  last  the  Attorney  Gene- 
ral was  formally  notified  that  the  appeal  had  been  abandoned,  and  the 
costs  of  suit  paid  by  the  plaintiff.  Thus  has  the  validity  of  the  laws  of 
the  Slate  upon  this  subject  been  fully  vindicated,  and  the  matter  now  re- 
mains as  it  did  before  proceedings  were  instituted.  The  question  of  & 
modification  of  them  is  relieved  of  all  its  embarrassmei  t,  and  may  w.lh 
entire  propriety  come  before  you  for  conslderutlon  as  a  new  question. 
The  course  adopted  by  tho  British  government  in  the  latter  stages  of  the 
proceeding  has  been  so  entirely  proper  and  respectful,  as  to  claim  from 
you  a  conciliatory  spirit  in  your  legislation  upon  this  subject. 

Enieriaiiiing  as  I  do,  the  opinion  tl'at  the  laws  referred  to  can  he  so 
modified  as  to  remove  all  complaint  of  injustice  and  inconvenience,  ant)  at 
the  same  time  to  protect  the  City  of  Charleston  from  all  injury  resulting 
from  the  introduction  of  such  a  class  of  persons  into  it,  I  cordially  rccom- 
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mend  such  measures  as  you  may  deem  necessary  for  the  accomplisliment 
of  this  result. 

I  herewith  lay  before  you  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  upon  the  duties  of  his  department,  and  the  conditidn  of  the  mi- 
Ittia^  of  this  State. 

During  the  past  spring  and  summer,  I  reviewed  two  divisions  of  the 
militia}  and  was  gratified  at  their  exhibition  of  zeal  in  the  performance  of 
duty,  and  nt  the  precision  with  which  their  evolutions  weie  executed.  I 
know  of  no  adequate  sulDstitute  for  the  present  system.  Under  it  the 
State  haa  acquired  a  reputation  equalled  by  that  of'; no  other  for  the 
excelfence  of  her  military  discipline.  Whenever  any  portions  of  her 
citizen  soldiery  have  been  called  into  active  service,  the  arts  which  ihey 
acquired  ai  home  have  enabled  them  to  win  a  high  reputation.  The  same 
necessity  continues  for  an  effective  organization  as  haa  always  existed. 

I  invite  ^ur  attention  to  the  accompanjring  communication  from  the 
honorable  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  covering  a  copy 
of  thte  Consular  Convention  between  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  and  the  government  of  the  United  States  ;  and  by  the  direction 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  he  requests  me  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  7th  article  of  that  instrument,  and  recommends,  if  in  pursuance 
6f  existing  laws  French  subjects  are  not  allowed  to  hold  real  estate  in 
South  Carolina,  that  such  right  be  conferred  upon  them. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  his  Excellency  J.  H.  CliflTord, 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  conveying  a  copy  of  a  report  and  resolutions, 
adopted  unanimously  by  the  Legislature  of  that  commonwealth,  in  re- 
sponse to  resolutions  adopted  by  you  at  your  last  Session,  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  deaths  of  H^nry  Clay  and  Daniel  Webster.  In  compliance 
with  his  request,  I  herewith  lay  them  before  you. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  I  have  laid 
before  you  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible,  such  suggestions  as  seemed 
to  me  proper  for  your  consideration.  I  have  omitted  any  discussion  of 
Federal  affairs  since  it  is  well  known  of  your  views  upon  these  suljyects, 
that  adlierance  to  tbe  cardinal  principles  of  State  Rights, — to  a  strict  con- 
struction of  the  Constitution, — to  a  Tariff  purely  for  revenue, — to  an  eco- 
nomical application  of  the  finances  of  the  government,  and  above  all  to  a 
stum  and  impartial  administration  of  the  laws  and  enforcement  of  all  its  con- 
stitutional obligations,  you  give  your  support  to  the  prtjsent  distinguished 
head  of  the  nation  as  a  fair  exponent  bf  such  principles,  disregarding  all 
local  disputes,  or  contentions  for  the  emoluments  and  spoils  of  ofBco. 

With  regard  to  our  internal  affairs,  I  would  remark  in  general  terms 
that  it  is  wise  to  guard  against  excess  of  Legislation.  Those  laws  are 
best  which    are   permanent  and  easily  understood.      Linovation    often 
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carries  with  it  more  of  injury  than  henefit ;  and  repeated  changes  tend 
to  produce  a  certain  demoralization,  as  to  the  force  and  obligation  of  law. 
ModiBcations  of  it  are  frequently  necessary  to  supply  the  new  wtntt 
of  a  growing  country,  but  tho^e  should  rather  be  specific  than  general 
so  as  not  to  threaten,  still  less  to  involve  the  destruction  of  a  system 
which  for  generations  of  men  has  worked. happily  and  be^^eficeotly.

tal.

Tbe  report  being  before  tbe  Senate  for  consideration,  Mr.  MAZYCK 
moved  that  it  do  lie  on  the  table,  and  tbe  Resolutions  be  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration, and  the  same  was  ordered.

Resolved,  Tbat  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eight  thousand  two  hoodred 
and  cigbty>nine  dollars  and  siity-two  cents,  being  the  amount  of  auch  notes 
now  outstanding,  as  appears  from  tbo  statements  of  the  issues  of  the  B&ok, 
be,  and  tho  same  is  hereby,  required  to  be  transferred  by  the  President  aad 
Directors  of  tbe  Bank  from  the  account  of  issues  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury. 

2.  Whereas  it  appears  from  statements  appended  to  the  Keport  of  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Inspection,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  examine  tho  condition  of  the  principal  Bank  in  Charleston,  that 
of  the  first  issue  of  notes  of  the  denomination  of  ten  dollars  made  bj  tbe 
Bank,  none  of  which  have  been  issued  since  the  year  1820,  and  none  brougbt 
in  for  redemption  since  1851,  the  amount  now  outstanding  is  one  thouiaod 
nine  hundred  and  forty  dollars ;  and  that  of  the  first  issue  of  notes  of  the  de- 
nomination of  five  dollars,  none  of  which  have  been  issued  since  1822,  and 
none  brought  iu  for  redemption  since  1851,  the  outstanding  amount  is  eleven 
thousand  dollars;  and  that  of  tbe  first  issue  of  notes  of  the  denominatioQ  of 
two  dollars,  none  of  which  have  been  issued  since  1824,  and  none  brought  ia 
for  redemption  since  1851  the  outstanding  amount  is  ten  thousand  two  boo- 
dred  and  thirty-five  dollars ;  and  that  of  tbe  first  issue  of  notes  of  the  deDomi- 
nation  of  one  dollar,  none  of  which  have  been  issued  since  1834,  and  Dooe 
brought  in  for  redemption  since  1851,  there  are  now  outstanding  twenty-foor 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  said  several  amounts,  making  together  the  snm  of 
forty-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty- nino  dollars,  be,  and  the  same

On  this  daj,  being  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  the  day  fixed  by  the 
Constitution  for  the  meeting  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  the  Members  ot  the 
Senate  whose  term  had  not  expired,  and  those  recently  elected,  assembled  in 
the  Senate  Chamber,  at  12,  meridian.

The  Hon.  R.  P.  W.  ALLSTON,  President  of  the  late  Senate,  stated  that, 
since  the  last  eonstitntional  session  of  the  Legislature,  he  had  receiTed  intd- 
ligenoe  of  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Thomas  W.  HTneT,*kte  Senator  fitnn 
Lancaster,  and  that  he  had  issued  a  writ  of  eleotion  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Hon.  DIXON  BARNES,  Senator  elect  from  Lancaster,  then  Mf- 
peared  at  the  Olerk's  desk,  and  presented  his  certificates  of  election.  The 
oaths  were  administered,  and  the  Senator  took  his  seat. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  President,  and  on  the  inspection 
of  the  ballots,  it  appeared  tiiat  the  Hon.  Robeet  P.  W.  Allston,  Senator 
from  the  Election  District  of  Prince  George,  Winyaw,  and  President  of  the 
late  Senate,  was  unanimously  chosen. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
President  elect,  and  inform  him  of  bis  election  and  conduct  him  to  the 
Chair. 

Messrs.  Moses  and  Harllkk  were  appointed  the  Committee,  and  haying 
performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them,  the  President  addressed  the  Senate  as 
follows : 

Gentlemen  of  ^  Senate : 

I  receive  with  lively  sensibility  a  renewed  manifestation  of  your  kind  fiivor 
and  confidence.    To  deserve  this  at  your  hands  ViH  be  the  object  of  my 
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earnoet  endeavois — ^bj  administering  impartially  and  firmly  die  dntiea  of  the 
Ghaii^--by  promoting  order,  fooility  and  aecuraey  in  tike  deepatch  of  public 
business. 

I  am  assured  in  advance,  by  the  high  character  of  the  Senate,  of  your  in- 
dividual aid,  so  important  to  my  success. 

Decorum  in  debate,  as  in  daily  intercourse,  b  habitual  in  this  Chamber. 
Punctuality  and  order  are  Intimate  results  from  a  general  adherence  to  role 
and  established  forms  of  proceeding. 

Intent  upon  faithfully  discharging  the  honorable  trust  reposed  in  me,  I 
am  too  conscious  of  my  own  deficiencies  not  to  bespeak  for  my  official  con* 
duct  your  candid  and  indulgent  c(m8ideralk>n. 

If  this  Senate  vere  not,  as  I  thank  God  it  is,  a  harmonious  body,  X  vould 
take  leave  to  urge  upon  you  that  unity  of  sentiment  which  leads  to  harmony 
in  action.  This  is  not  a  time  to  magnify  and  resent  shades  of  difference  in 
oimiion  amongst  ourselves;  to  exhaust  time  and  talents  in  pulUng  down  one 
man  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up  another,  to  abridge  or  radioally  to  change 
the  time^honored  features  of  a  polity  under  the  influence  of  which  our  ^ti- 
sens,  in  whatever  capacity  abroad,  have  achieved  honorable  eminence,  and 
the  State  has  acquired  a  degree  of  moral  power  dear  to  every  patriot  son  of 
hers,  and  far  m^re  than  commensiirate  with  the  extent  of  her  population  and 
territory. 

The  public  character,  integrity  and  conduct  of  the  citizen  will  serve  to 
illustrate  the  wisdom  and  stability  of  the  institutions  under  which  he  has 
been  tndned  to  maturity  and  active  service. 

TJnd^  the  eidsting  and  perspective  state  of  our  federal  relations,  the  policy 
indicated  to  the  planting  States  seems  to  be  united  counsels  among  their 
Bepresentatives  in  Congress,  and  unity  of  sentiment  among  the  people.  Be 
it  our  part  to  cultivate  this  unity  and  harmony  amongst  our  fellow-citiaens, 
by  both  precepi  and  example ;  to  withhold  the  word  or  the  act  which  might 
fim  into  a  flame  the  dying  embers  of  any  personal  feud,  or  foster  the  ten- 
dency to  array  one  portion  of  the  State  against  another. 

Let  us  counsel  together  how  best  to  develop  the  resources  of  CaroUna ; 
to  diffuse  more  generaUy  the  Light  of  pious  knowledge;  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  morals  and  learning,  and  to  build  up  the  prosperity  of  the  Staie 
upon  a  basis  independent  of  those  influences  whidi  are  inimical  to  some  of 
its  elements. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  with  its  organization,  by  the  election  of  the 
following  officers,  viz :

On  molioii  of  Mr.  MOSES,  a  Meange  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Uie  Bom 
of  RepresentatiTefl,  informing  that  Honae  that  the  Senate  had  conTened  nder 
the  provisiona  of  the  Conatitotiony  and  a  qnonim  being  pre0»it^  tUs  bodj 
had  been  organiced  by  the  election  of  the  Hon.  R.  F.  W.  Aelstox,  Presi- 
dent, William  E.  Martin,  Clerk,  and  Artemas  D.  Ooodwtn,  Kea£og 
Clerk,  Itnd  iras  now  ready  to  proceed  with  the  bnnness  of  the  Genenl  As- 
sembly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  MOSES,  a  Committee  was  also  appointed  to  wiit  izpoi 
his  ExeeDency  the  GoTemor,  to  inform  him  that  the  Senate  had  met,  t 
qnonim  being  present,  and  was  ready  to  receive  any  commnnioation  he  migk 
be  pleased  to  make.     Messrs.  Moses  and  Gist  were  appointed  a  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  ALLEN,  a  Committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  reoeire 
proposab  for  the  printing  of  the  Senate. 

The  PRESIDENT  appointed  Messrs.  Allen,  Buchanan^  Maxtck, 
McAuLET,  and  WrrHERSPOON  on  the  Committee. 

Mr.  MOSES,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  his  ExoeDene; 
the  Goremor,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  performed  the  daty  tsngaed 
to  them,  and  that  his  Excellency  had  signified  his  intention  to  commnnicite 
wiih  the  Senate  to-morrow,  at  I  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Mr.  MOSES  presented  the  protest  of  sundry  citizens  of  Edgefield,  agaiast 
the  election  of  the  sitting  Member  for  ttiat  District ;  which  wis  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table ;  and 

Also,  the  proposals  of  B.  W.  Gibbes  &  Co.  for  the  printing  of  the  Sentte; 
which  were  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  WTTHEBSPOON,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  when  the  Senate  adjourns,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  meet 
to-morrow,  at  12  o'clock. 

Mr.  BABNES  addrea<;ed  the  Senate  as  follows : 

Mr.  Preddeni: 

The  privilege  which  I  enjoy  at  this  time  of  taking  a  seat  upon  this  fl<K»r  b 
associated  with  mournful  recollections.  He  who  occupied  the  place  I  now 
do  when  you  were  last  assembled,  and  actively  participated  in  your  delibeii- 
tions,  has,  by  an  all-wise  Providence,  been  removed  from  among  us.  Is 
making  this  announcement  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  attempt  a  delineation  of 
his  life  and  character.  That  would  be  more  t^propriately  done  before  those 
of  his  friends  and  neighbors  who  knew  him  best,  and  knowing,  could  best  ap- 
preciate his  many  virtues.  I  desire,  however,  tp  say  in  a  few  words,  that  Col 
Hu£T  was  emphaticaUy  a  self-made  man.     He  began  life  without  the  advis- 
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.  Ufjt  of  eitfiev  fertoae  at  elii0ttion/a»a  merobt&t.  PowoflBfaig  grett  eiergy, 
and  evinoing  muob-dearneai  of  jud^eat  and  parity  of  pforpose  in  all  tiiat 
he  iaid  a&d  did^  lie  soon  beeame  not  only  soooeeBfal  in  bnsineai,  but  popolar 
and  influential.  He  serred  his  Dietriciin  various  public  capacities  for  about 
ifpetttT-fire  yean,  as  Colonel  of  tlie  Kegiment,  as  Tax  OoHeotoir,  and  as 
Senator,  and  he  discharged  the  duties  of  all  those  offices  with  great  credit 
to  himself^  and  always  to  the  entire  satisfiietion  of  his  constituents. 

Mr.  BARNES  also  offered  the  following  Resolutions,  which  haying  been 
seconded,  were  unanimously  adc^^ted,  to  wit:

MESSAGE  NO.  I. 

GentUmen  of  the  Senate 

and  ffoH$e  of  Representattvei  : 
Under  the  uniform  action  of  our  system  of  goTemment,  without  b^  * 
confusion,  new  members  to  the  General  Assembly  have  been  chosen,  to  n^ 
resent  the  latest  views  of  the  people  of  this  Conmion wealth,  and  otkenrii*^ 
provide  for  their  happiness  and  wel&re.  Although  this  event  is  of  ng>^ 
recurrence,  it  is,  nevertheless,  one  full  of  interest  both  to  you  and  j€tf  cob* 
stituents. 

,  In  a  country  like  this,  so  rapidly  growing,  and  developing  each  ^J^ 
events  and  fresh' reeouroeS|  the  legisUtive  mind  may  well  be  anzioiii  ^  ^ 
the  omission  of  some  act — ^the  neglect  of  some  duty — the  pngnm^^^ 
of  the  State  towards  wealth  and  power  may,  for  a  space,  be  retarded.  A 
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fltfong  uMHnalion  to  progress  is  a  charaeterisiic  of  Ae  nee  wUoli  yoii  in  part 
mprsso&ty  «ii  is,  perhaps,  tlw  seca:^  of  Anglo- American  success  and  as* 
oendancj.  Us  spirit  preraifa  over  the  continent,  and  is  continnally  hnrrying 
m  inlonerwpositioasof  theory  and  of  government  It  pervades,  to  a  greater 
or  lem  oxtent,  eveiy  Stat^  in  the  American  Union,  and  is  incorporated  into 
its  laws,  feBgion,  industry  and  poUties.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  all  well* 
legttlcted  undentendings  wiU  regard,  wiUi  something  like  anxiety,  that 
lea  Joas  fasho  fw  change  in  ftmdamental  principles  of  government,  and  strong 
i^Mination  to  speoiio  legislation,  as  encouraging,  to  an  undue  extent,  ihe< 
ttediiioies  ai  popular  institutions  to  run  into  extremes  of  (q>inion  and  action, 
tlM  0b4  of  which  is  license  without  liberty,  and  law  without  the  assurance 
of  order. 

Wlulst  the  State  for  which  you  legislate  can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  kept 
pace  with  others  in  this  rapid  march  of  improvement,  it  may  be  claimed  for 
H  that  It  has  more  surely  attained  tiiose  (juaUties  of  government  which  are 
aaost  Hkely  to  ensure  the  greatest  amount  of  real  happiness  to  the  citiien— * 
maiBtidned  a  higher  degree  of  social  order — ^preserved  a  more  even  balance  of 
power  among  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  govenimeni — and  been  less  controlled 
by  cupidity  and  ambition,  those  certain  forerunners  of  national  degeneracy. 
Well,  then,  may  you  take  pride  in  your  State.  The  feeling  is  always  ad-^ 
nuBSiUe,  but  especially  so  when  you  live  under  a  Constitution  and  laws 
aono^ved  fai  justice,  and  administered  with  purity — ^under  a  Legislature  in- 
depeft«tont  in  its  views,  and  capable  and  rapid  in  the  discharge  of  Its 
AoKsttoiis — ^under  Executives  content  with  their  limited  perogatives — ^under 
a  religion  without  the  heterodoxies  of  these  present  days — and  under  a 
sounds  just  and  high-toned  publie  sentiment.  I  cannot,  therefore,  recom- 
mend  to  you,  gentlemen,  too  strongly  to  watch  over  with  solicitude  this  nobl^ 
polllieal  ofganiiatioai,  and  to  preserve  it  firom  those  changes  and  innovations 
whloh  tend  to  weaken,  and  eventoaDy  to  destroy,  the  happy  equilibrium 
which  exists;  and  I  fervently  hope  that,  fSeur  down  in  the  vista  of  time, 
wliett  all  memorials  of  us  are  lost,  except  those  which  may  remiun  among  its 
archives,  a  gracious  Providence  will  preserve  this  State  Oovemment,  in  all 
its  usefulness  and  beauty,  to  remote  posterity,  fresh  and  glorious  in  its  im- 
mortal youth. 

The  year,  which  is  now  nearly  past,  has  been  one  of  great  calamity 
llffoiighout  the  worid.  War  and  pestilence,  disasters  on  the  ocean,  com- 
jkiercial  anxieties  and  distress,  wkh  gales  and  drought  materially  shortening 
Ac  grain  and  other  crops,  are  some  of  .the  melancholy  incidents  which 
have  mariiced  it.  Nor  have  the  people  of  this  State  escaped  the  common 
mtefortunes.  The  metropolis  and  some  of  the  lesser  towns  and  portions  of 
country  have  been  visited  by  a  &tal  fever,  and  other  diseases  almost  as 
destructive  to  Ufe,  which  for  a  time  have  arrested  all  business,  destroyed  a

to  tke  planten^  notwithatawding  a  moat  fiiTonUe  aeaaon  for  gatkriog  nd 
preparing  it  for  market,  will  aoaroely  be  equal  to  theortyof  hat  jeir,tfb 
the  long  cotton  and  rioe  on  4he  seaboard  have  been  Teiy  mndi  iajvedgifr 
rally,  and  in  some  initaooea  entirely  destroyed,  by  the  eqninootial  itSBi 
Theae  nomeroos  oircnmstanoes,  taken  into  connection  with  the  sfarnq^BDijQ 
the  money  market,  and  the  consequent  cheek  giyen  to  eommoee  tadtni^ 
indnee  a  strong  necessity  for  economy  both  in  disbnraeme&t  of  moMj  6v 
the  Treasury,  and  in  prirate.ezpendiMuros.  Foi^tunately,  owing  to  tbp 
1D0US  oompaxatiTe  freedom  from  debt  in  the  State,  the  losses  both  ibImbhi 
and  agriculture  will  only  work  a  temporary  injury,  whieh  ordinaiy  pnte 
cannot  fail  soon  to  remedy.

The  nett  profits  of  the  Bank  of  the  State,for  the  present  fiscal  jMraaai^ 
to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  nine^-five  thousand  doUan,  (t2M^i) 
against  three  hundred  and  thirty  diousand  dolhrs  ($330,000)  the  nstti** 
of  1868,  thus  showing  a  diminution  in  the  income  of  the  State  fioa  Ait 
aouree  to  the  extent  of  thirty-five  thousand  ddlars,  (85,000.) 

It  was  to  haye  been  anticipated  that  ^  profits  of  the  Bank  for  the  pM' 
ent  year  would  fall  Bhari  of  that  of  the  year  prerioos.  The  great  sUii^ 
in  the  money  market,  which  has  extended  OTer  ihe  whole  ooonftiy,  neefliHHj 
oortailed  its  operations.  I  herewith  hare  the  honor  to  lay  befoie  JM  th 
Annual  Statement  of  the  Bank  ^  the  fiistof  October,  1854,  showing  tfl^ 
frmds  to  the  amount  of  seven  millions  three  hundred  and  eight  tbffu^'^ 
hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  ($7,308,605  50.) 

During  the  year,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  have  been  ffli^ 
to  the  reduction  of  the  State  debt. 

By  comparing  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  oi  Ootoberj  1^^ 
with  that  of  a  correi^nding  period  during  ihe  year  1854,  it  wiH  bepef^ent* 
that  there  is  a  Ming  off  of  eighty-one  thousand  four  l^indred  and  siztf^ 
dollars  ahd  five  cents^  ($81,468  05.)  The  bcome  derived  for  seTOil  J«^ 
from  stock  in  the  South  Carolina  Kailroad  Company  will  be  withdmwn  ft^ 
the  Treasury,  in  consequence  of  its  ei^change  for  stock  in  other  mm 
Companies.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  the  oiA  '^ 
oeipts  from  taxes  will  considerably  exceed  thc^  of  the  kst  year,   b^ 
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Upper  Diririon  alone,  tlie  receipts  from  thb  siouice  exoeed  those  of  the  year 
preyiotis  by  the  som  of  eighteen  thonsand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dol* 
Ism  aad  seventy-two  oento,  (fl8,588  78.) 

In  Jwie  hat,  I  received  firom  Mr.  Anthony  Hyde,  of  WasHngton,  a  * 
Treasury  draft  for  seventeen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars 
aad  fire  oonts,  ($17,786  05,)  whidh  I  have  placed  in  the  Bank  to  the  credit 
of  dke  State.  This  is  a  portion  of  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  last  Congress  ' 
in  satislkction  of  u  daim  made  by  this  State  for  losses  sustained  in  equipping 
a  regiment  of  volunters,  in  1886,  for  the  Florida  war.  It  appears  that  there 
is  die  farther  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  ($1,588)  still 
due  under  Ae  appropriatios. 

A  charge  of  ten  per  cent,  for  commifttions  was  made  by  Mr.  Hyde  for  col- 
lection, but  I  did  not  oonceive-myself  authoriked  to  pay  it  without  authority 
trcfm.  the  Legislature.  Until  this  question  is  determined  by  you,  Iliave  suf- 
fered the  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  ($1,583)  above  mentioned 
to  remain  in^the  United  States  Treasury,  to  meet  such  compensation  as  you 
may  allow. 

I  herewith  lay  before  you  both  Mr:  Hyde's  report  upon  the  case  and  other 
papers  connected  therewith. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  in  connection  with  the 
GomptroQer  General,  I  was  directed,  by  Act,  to  issue  bonds  of  the  State  to 
the  ikmount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($250,000,)  for  the 
purpose  of  ferwardtng  the  construction  of  the  new  State  Oapitol.  The  bonds 
mm  aeeordm^  prepared  under  the  immediate  auspices  of  the  President  of 
ike  Bank,  were  duly  executed,  and  offered  in  the  market  for  sale.  But, 
owing  to  monetary  difficulties,  there  was  HtUe  or  no  demand  for  such  secu- 
rities, and  but  a  portion  a(  them  were  disposed  of.  Under  theiM  circumstan* 
cea,  after  consuhation  with  the  President  of  the  Bank,  it  was  deemed  advis- 
able ioit  him  to  proceed  to  New  York,  and  offer  them  in  that  market.  There 
lie  found  similar  difleukies,  somewhat  increased  from  the  &ct  that  the  bonds 
were  made  payable  at  the  State  Treasury,  and  not  in  New  York,  as  was  pre* 
ferred.

In  connection  with  this  statement  of  our  financial  afikirs,  I  desire,  with 
great  deference,  to  submit  a  few  suggestions  with  regard  to  the  present  con- 
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dkm  of  bioikiiig  optntioBs,  Ibeir  efaei  upea  tihe  BMn«gr  siiikei  uA  ifoi 
the  peopk  and  bwMM  of  the  State. 

The  Legislatme,  two  yean  smeei  aotiag  luite  what  appemA  then  W  W 
a  geaeial  imaamd  for  inereaaed  bankiiig  feriBtiag,  estahliriied  a  MMberif 
new  Banha,  thereby  enkigiiig  the  haaldBg  oi^ikal  to  tha  extoit  eC  tieail- 
lione,  six  haodired  and  eighty-five  thoasand  fomx  himdred  and  eeroi^w 
doUao,  (t2,685,475.)  The  impreesioii  aeemed  geMfally  to  jpitvnSl  Hit  Aa 
step  would  make  money  more  abondant,  and  that  the  iaoBreaaed  waat  of  k} 
hcili  for  oommeiee  and  internal  tranaactioBSy  wonld  be  amply  met  Tte 
who  dealt  in  atooks,  and  in  foreign  and  domeatie  ezehas^^  joined  the  ap- 
eohnral  interests  in  the  demand;  and  the  resolt,  as  baa  been  eleariy  doaia- 
stated  by  experienoe,  has  disi^^ointed  the  expeetatikms  ei  both.  JadmU 
inenaaed  diaoonnts  by  notes  in  a  period  of  nnnsnal  diftenlty  in  mon^att^ 
and  an  inoreaaed  amount  of  money  in  eireuktioBy  the  diaoowits  aie  ka  tki 
they  wese  preTiona  to  the  estabUAment  of  the  new  Banka,  and  tibe  maid 
money  greater  than  at  any  period  stnoe  the  oonuneroial  disaatoa  of  1S7* 
Both  thoae  who  deal  in  stocks  and  exohangey  and  thoee  engi^ed  in  agri^ 
torei  are  aUke  chmorons  for  some  l^islation  to  i^nedy  exiating  pscaMij 
otHs. 

It  is  pi^Mr  to  inquire  into  the  ceases  which  have  led  to  these  ieeilli,ii^ 
to  ende«for  to  anggeat  a  remedy,  whieh  I  diall  do  as  briefly  aa  possibk. 

It  ia  well  known  that  previons  to  the  cveatioB  rf  the  new  Banks,  atki^ 
one4h]rd  of  the  capital  and  credit  of  the  old  Banks  was  onpkyed  be^ 
tl^  Umita  of  the  State^  which  wonld  go  to  show  that  even  then  there  an  toi 
much  Banking  OapitaL  With  the  recent  inweaae  of  it,  the  amooBtseit 
abroad  is  greatfy  enhrged^  and  perhaps  is  eqiml  to  half  of  aU  the  Bsnki^ 
Capital  ia  the  State,  and  whilst  Stockholdavs  are  benefitted  by  this  modirf 
operation,  the  wants  of  ^  great  mass  of  the  ootamnnity  ane  negleetel  & 
is  certainly  to  be  expected,  that  the  money  of  the  Banks  will  be  tMfkyti'^ 
ihpee  pla^oes  from  which  the  largest  per  centage  in  hnsiness  is  to  be  doxved, 
and  that,  where  the  intereat  at  home  is  restricted  to  six  pw  eent.,  capitslfil 
go  where  ten  and  fifteen  per  cent,  is  to  be  had. 

The  utter  fidlure  of  banking  in  Mississippi,  Alabama,  and  Fkmda,  opened 
a  new  and  extensiye  field  for  the  «mploym»nt  of  Bank  Oafrftal;  and  tkerep- 
utatiott  of  the  Banks  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  credit  which  is  attaded  (o 
their  issues  in  those  States,  together  with  the  large  per  e^tage  to  bedtfiv^ 
there,  were  a  s<^ng  temptaUon  to  our  Banks  to  send  their  means  linn^ 
The  veeuh  of  their  operations  was  eridenced  by  largely  increased  dirideDdi, 
which  for  several  years  reached  six  and^ight  per  cent  per  annum,  and  mon 
recently  went  as  U^  as  teu  to  fifteen  per  cent.  They  invest  btfge  amoss^ 
in  those  States,  in  the  puaehase  of  bilk  payable  fai  New  Orleans,  IbUH^ 
other  Western  cities,  and  when  they  arrive  at  maturity,  the  funds  ue  ^ 
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hitMmI  IB  bills  ip^9$kh  $A  iktJSitttik  orinSwope.  Tham  fiuidl  o^nM 
eldeftjr  in  New  Yoik^  to  the  exient  of  tbeir  dn)ulatio&  in  the  Weit,  wkeie 
they  draw  interest,  or,  as  is  gena«%  Iha  esse,  are  inTested  in  fiaadnn 
ffiper.  All  these  changes  afford  a  krge  per  oenttge  on  the  money  in  use, 
and  it  is,  theie£((»e;  not  surprising  that  the  ohuen  oannoVboxrow  moneyai 
home  £rom  Banks  at  the  rate  of  interest  fixed  bj  kw.  It  is  in  this  way  that 
ifx  the  peat  eight  months  it  u  8i:^posed  that  the  aggsegate  amonnt  of  ex«* 
change  operations  more  than  equak  loan  on  notes,  and  that  the  sum  of  notes 
disoomited  is  aotoally  less  than  it  was  before  the  new  Banks  were  established. 
Dtiring  a  period  that  those  States  already  named  banked  for  thems^es,  and 
burnished  a  snpply  of  piq^er  eurrenoy  to  their  own  oitiEens,  ihe  Banks  of  this 
State  werQ  paying  only  fiye  to  seven  per  cent,  per  annum  in  diyidends,  thus 
showing  ooacksi?ely,  that  a  reiy  large  portion  of  onr  banking  capital  was, 
aiid  is;  diyoarted  from  tbe^  nsea  of  our  own  peq>le  to  suj^ly  the  financial 
neoessities  of  the  people  of  other  States.  I  shall  not  here  refer  to  the  has- 
aid^  in  banking,  and  other  incidental  objections  to  such  a  ^tem,  wh«pe  tbe^ 
field  of  financial  operations  is:SO  remote  and  uncertain.  My  object  is  to  state 
aaeh  facts  as  will  form  the  baeis  of  legislation  to  remedy  fo^rmer  erroni,  satisly 
the  public  wants,  and  correct  the  present  evil  as  far  as  it  may  be  done  wllii 
safety.  But  upon  th|s  head  a  great  difficiidty  presents  itself  as  to  a  mode 
which  will  not  embajcrass  the  aowmuiiityf  affect  the  value  of  property,^  or  in-, 
t^f£ere  with  public  credit* 

Undoubtedly  the  power  rests  with  th0  li^lature  to  alter  or  amend  Bank 
Charters.  They  are  no  longer  independent  as  formerly,  but  are  in  all  respects 
aubject  to  your  revisioo.  To  ifte  that  p<iwer,  however,  unless  for  did  strong*. 
est  reasons,  is  always  questionable^  und  sometimes  dangerous,  as  ewim^ed  .by 
the  financial  histoi^  of  other  3tateay  particolariy  in  the  West.    , 

The  law  regulating  Banks  in  Massachusetts  was  intended  to;  be  aa  eS»otual 
check  upon  ihe  abuses  practised  by  them.  That  law  restricts  them  to  ope- 
rations at  their  own  counteca;,  denying  them  the  privilege  of  estKhiishbg 
agencies  abroad.  If  such  a,^e  is  never  evaded,  it  may  be  atkibuted  rather 
to  the  honesty  of  officers  th|tn  to  any  want  of  financial  skill.  An  ev^ssion  of 
the  law  ,is  rendered  easy  by  making  loans  to  agents,  who  shall  stipulate  to 
circulate  the  issues  of  Banks  paying  a  fixed  sum  for  their  use;  obligating, 
themselves  to  make  re^rns  at  the  time  agreed  upon,  and.stip^ulatuig  also  for 
the  description  of  assets  t^  be  received  by  the  Banks  in  return.  It  is  of 
more  than  doubtful  policy  to  pass  any  law  which  can  be  so  easily  rendered 
uugat<»y.  BesideSj  if  compUed  with,  manifest  injury  would  result  to  a  por- 
tion of  such  institutions.  Banks  in  this  State  usually  transact  a  large  amount 
of  their  business  through  agents,  and  are  dependent  ^pon  them  for  a  supply 
of  Northern  exchange,  which  can  only  be  obtained  in,  the  seaports.  To  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  agents  to  the  country  Banks  would  seriously  embarrass  them.

Also,  the  petition  of  the  President  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Indi- 
gent and  Superannuated  Ministers  of  the'  Presbyterian  Church  and  their 
FkuniKes,  praying  an  Act  of  Incorporation  y  which  was  referred  to  the  same 
Committee. 

The  PRESIDENT  laid  before  the  Senate  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comp- 
iaroUer  (General ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Banks, 
and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  BROCKMAN  {nresented  the  petition  of  certain  citizens  of  Greenville 
District  for  a  turnpike  road  from  Greenville  Court  House  to  Slicking  Creek; 
which  was  referred  to  the  Coitnmittee  on  Roads  and  Buildings.

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I  reoonaieiid  to^  79a  the  ftppoilttiiieDt  of  a  SpeoU  Smmk  OM&mattoe  lo 
btftEkiike  the  rtiietast  Beniiby  into  die  reports,  statemeoti  iBfllmeeoviits  lief»- 
wiih  submitted ;  and  present  to  jonr  body  a  plan  fcr  jrovr  Ivtiire  aetioii  npei 
ihis  subject. 

The  Sottih  CaroUna  College  upon  which  yoo  have  bestowed  so  muoh  fa- 
terisg  oare  and  beneficenoe,  eontinnes  to  deserve  your  lavor  and  proleotioB. 
Under  tiie  auspleos  of  its*  present  able  and  distinguished  head^  it  has  been 
steadily  increasing  in  popularity  and  usefulness.  The  laborious  ^fort^  both 
of  his  predecessor  and  himself^  to  elevate  the  standard  of  diaraeter  ani 
•eholaishipy  have  been  attended  by  signal  suoeess ;  and  the  reputftdon  of  the 
Institution  in  this  regard,  has  bewi  both  etalted  and  extended.  In  ooaunoi 
wKh  kll  who  have  the  best  interest  of  the  State  at  heart,  I  earnestly  hope 
that  he  may  long  continue  to  discharge  liie  fonctionis  of  his  high  oSea 
Talents  and  qualifieations  such^s  his,  belong  to  no  party  or  sect  They  are 
the  property  of  the  State  which  they  have  benefitted  and  adorned  by  their 
exercise ;  and  she  looks  forward  with  confidence  to  his  continued  sepeni- 
rion  of  an  Institution,  which  was  intended  to  be,  and  iis,  the  nursery  of  ker 
oharacter,  genius,  and  sdi<darship. 

During  the  past  year,  the  CioUege  has  been  ben^tted  by  two  noMe  endow- 
ments, and  in  after  years,  many  a  youth,  ardent  in  his  search  after  \mm\- 
edge  and  in  the  pursuit  of  fame,  will  pour  fran  his  hoart  blessinga  iqran  the 
amieB  of  Allston  and  Hutchinson. 

A  half  century  has  expired  since  the  estiUishment  of  the  College,  mA 
liter  various  fortunes  and  victtsitudesof  li£9>  the  Alumni  are  lAMratto 
assemble  to  renew  their  reverenoe  for  their  Alma  Mater^  and  fat  m  bmf 
period,  to  fi^shen  the  memories  of  eariy  years.  For  a  day,  «t  least,  all  of 
her  ohildren  are  to  assemble  under  the  maternal  roof;  and  whilst  she  e&k- 
braces  and  blesses  her  living  sons,  she  will  also  weave  wreaths  of  immwHeBm 
&r  those  who  died  in  thisir  early  prinie.  The  scene  will  be  one  ftdl  of  inter- 
est, and  I  hope  of  usefulness ;  and  I  reeommend  you  to  take  Buch  steps  ae 
will  give  increased  effect  and  dignity  to  the  occasion. 

Each  year  oonvinees  us  of  the  irisdom  whidi  dictated  the  estaUishment  of 
ihe  Arsenal  and  Citadel  Acadani^.  They  have  afibrded  a  practical  edwa- 
tion  to  the  youth  who  have  been  placed  there,  the  effecin  <£  which  are  more 
sei^bly  felt,  each  day  throughout  the  State.  Ilieir  knowledge  of  taotioF 
acquired  during  the  academic  term,  is  plainly  perceptible  in  improvement  ia 
the  drill  of  a  large  portion  of  the  Militia )  and  their  attainments  in  ei^^neer- 
ing  tod  surveying,  is  fisuit  supplying,  and  will  soon  supply  altogether  the 
cknuend  for  that  kind  of  knowledge  in  the  Stat^.  I  have  no  heaitation  in 
SGqaeesing  the  opinion  that  more  benefit  has  arisen  from  tiie  faw  thowaasd 
doUars  expended  annually  upon  these  schools  fof  t^  years  past,  than  has 
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•oevuid  to  the  Sm^  fipon  the  ^^^in^tiee  of  ihefiMMhNdaffnffkfiMP  &r 

I  euBOt  oBtti  to  briag  to  jfoiur  notlee  theeficaont,  Uborkmsi  aad  dkMtt^ 
eeted  semoes  of  the  Cbaimmn  of  the  Board  of  VkitorB.  Nothing  mn  b# 
nuoe  jaomj^,  tmifoaiH  vid  BystemaUo  than  hkad]iiiiiktrfttioSi<rf  afiatrs)  and 
as  long  as  he  oentinnas  in  his  piesmt  poeition,  I  feel  sute  that  ineDeaMd 
saceess  will  attend  his  efforts.  I  commend  these  Academies  to  your  espMial 
eane  and  liheralitj. 

The  State.MMikas. provision  annually  lor  the  ediwation  at.  the  Bonth  Okie- 
Una  Collage  of  one  yovth  frcHn  the  Charieston  Orphan  JSousei  to  be  soioated 
by  the  Commissioners.  The  dMMoe  is  naaally  made  as  a  xewacd  for  menti 
and  the  privil^e  has  residted  in  making  many  usefid  and  distingaishedfliti* 
aens.  Through  me  the  Cjommiflskmegi  now  ask  thai  suitable  anmngtiaenle 
be  made  for  one  at  the  Citadel  or  Axseoal  Acaden^,  'not  only  on  aoeofmitof 
the  benefit  which  will  anse  from  it  to  the  individual;  blit  as  an  addhional 
ineeiktive  to  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  students  in  the  Oqphin  House.  I 
cheerfully  add  my  raoommendation  to  their  appUcetion. 

I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  a  memorial  fimn  the  Xinsteae 
of  the  Roper  Hospital,  asking  aid  from  the  State  to  assist  in  inoreesBig  theiv 
means  to  suoh  an  extent  as  to  enabk  theni  to  open  their  building,  and  make 
it  Bvjwenre  the  purposes  fer  which  it  wes  originally  intended.  Tha  meeaeat 
their  disposal  are,  too  limited  at  present  to  carry  this  ol^jeet  iado  efl^eni 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  of  the  paat  season  Ihey  were  fokeed  to 
depend  uyon  private  liberality  to  render  it  available  for  a  temporary  period 
es  a  hosfital  for  the  siok.  Citisens  from  all'  parts  of  the  State  cotrtcibsted 
to  this  d3>}eety  but  of  course  these  resources  w^e  withdrawn  after  the  viobsM 
ef  the  disease  had  subsided.  Wjth  the  establishment  of  the  hospital,  havioi; 
as  edicts  the  benevolent  aaeociations  of  the  city,  the  horrofs  of  these  foital 
epidemies  can  be  materially  mitigated.  I  refer  the  papers  for  yoiir<  eonaide« 
ration  and  the  exercise  of  your  judgment. 

There  iqppears  to  be  some  oI](jection  on  the  part  of  our  people  to  tile  epeca« 
tioQ  of  the  Militia  System  of  this  State;  and  doubtless^  ^brts  will  be  made 
during  the  sesnon  essentially  to  alter  or  abolish  it.  To  sa^^  that  it  is  withoM 
defect,  would  be  to  claim  for  it  a  mtrb  which  no  institution  possesses.  B«t 
with  my  o&dal  experience,  and  from  the  observation  of  those  who  who  have 
taken  en  interest  in  it  for  the  last  thirty  years,  I  am  disposed  to  think  it 
.  ladiapeBsable  for  the  preaervation  of  the  martial  spirit  of  our  people.  No 
one  is  wiee  enough  to  foteaeeUke  necessity  which  may  arise  fov  the  exereise  of 
these  qualifioationa  of  die  eitiaen  which  Uie  military  oiganiaatiQii  is  intended 
lo  eidtivate.  lasuss  are  peading  beariiD^  great  eonsequenees  ahMg  mik 
them,  and  efery  one  who  examines  the  course  of  eveiiU  mustfoelihaiat  aay 
arise  ^psetiDiie  whidi  wiO  demand  an  exhftition  of  these  lyaaKi

The  question  of  reform  in  the  Free  Sohool  system,  has  laiigeljei^aged  Ae 
attention  of  the  peopre  daring  the  past  jear.     It  has  ereiy  wh«re  beeo  dii- 
and  the  eonvietion  is  generally  eetabUAed  that  radical  ehangea  are 
f ,  in  oar  preaent  plan  of  pnblie  instnwtion. 

In  my  last  annnal  message  I  expressed  ihe  opinion  that  it  would  be  prem- 
atoae  to  ad(^,  at  that  time,  any  plan,  that  might  be  submittod  for  jomr  ap- 
proval, to  reoonstraot  the  system ;  but  advised  tibe  appointment  of  a  MiBister 
of  PabHe  Instruction,  and  subsequently  a  Board,  to  act  in  eonoert  whk  him, 
by  whose  united  labors  a  plan  oompleto  and  adequate  ean  be  ^figeated  €bv 
your  ultimate  adoption.  I  cannot  give  the  reasons  for  this  reeommeBdatMi 
in  a  MiamMr  strongs  or  more  forcible,  than  by  using  the  language  ef  one 
lAoae  MlSty  all  acknowledge. 

<<  All  therefore  diat  I  would  now  press  upon  you  is,  to  have  publie  »- 
stHMtion  erected  into  a  department  of  the  Stato  Qovwrnnent.  'Aat  is  Ae 
imt  attd  an  indisp^Ksable  step ;  and  until  that  is  done,  th^re  nev^  can  be  a 
plan  adequato,  consistent,  successful. 

<<  What  we  first  need  is  a  collection  of  the  &cts  from  whidi  the  data  of 
a  pnqper  system  may  be  drawn.  We  must  know  the  number  of  childreB  in 
the  State,  of  the  ages  at  which  children  are  usually  sent  to  school,  the  kind 
asd  degree  of  education  demanded,  the  relative  distances  of  the  residaiee  ef 
purents,  the  points  at  which  school  houses  nwy  be  most  conveniently  ereeleii, 
ik»  number  of  buildings  required,  the  number  of  teachers,  and  the  sahiies 
which  different  localities  make  neeessaiy  to  competent  support  Facts  of 
thk  sort -most  c(mstituto  the  groundwork.  In  possession  of  tiiese,  we  may 
then  pvooeed  to  compare  different  systems,  adopting  from  among  them  thsl 
whiah  seems  to  be  best  adapted  toour  own  circumstances,  or  oiigina^nga 
anw  one,  if  all  should  prove  unsatisfihctory.  All,  therefore,  tibat  in  my  judg- 
ment, the  Legiskture  should  und^^ke  at  present,  is  to  acquire  ibis  prdiat- 
inary  information,  including  the  accumulation  of  facte,  the  companson  of 
diferent  Common  Sohool  systems,  and  the  digest  of  a  plan  suitod  to  the  wants 
9t  our  own  people.  This  can  be  d<me  by  the  appointment  of  a  Minister  of 
ISdriio'  Instrttction,  who  shall  be  regarded  as  an  oftcer  of  the  ^ovmunentr 
OQmpeasatod  by  a  large  saUry,  and  who  riiaM  give<himsdf  unreservuAy  ti 
this  greai  interent.  Let  him  be  required  to  tsaverse  ^e  State^  to  inspect  the 
wmdttionof  ev^nagfaborheod,  and,  f^om  personal  observation  attdaatibaBtia 
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testfaMwy^  let  Iiim  become  ieqiuinied  irith  Ibe  nimkber,  lite  dstenitttd  tlrt^ 
ciremnetafiees  of  the  ^AiMren.  Let  him  be  prepared  to  ssj  iA«re  sdiool 
houMii  ean  be  most  ooiiTeiiientiy  erected,  the  diBtanees  at  wbidii  they  should 
be  removed  from  each  other,  the  kind  of  teadier  needed  m  eaeh  neighbor* 
heod,  and  lei  him  indieate  what  sections  of  the  State  aie  unprepared  for 
schools  in  consequence  of  l^e  dispersion  of  their  inhabitants.  Let  hbn  be 
able  fo  give  styme- probable  estimate  of  the  expense  incident  to  the  snccessfo} 
Operation  of  an  adequate  scheme.  In  the  next  place,  it  should  be  his  du:^ 
to  master  the  existing  systems,  whether  in  this  country  <^  Europe,  and  to  lay 
before  the  Legislature  a  succinct  account  of  their  fundamental  provimonsi 
Let  him  propose  the  scheme  which  he  thinks  ought  to  be  adopted  here,  and 
let  his  report  be  referred  to  an  able  and  learned  Commission,  charged  with 
the  final  preparation  .of  such  a  scheme  as  we  may  be  ready  to  enact  into  bw." 

Hie  expense  of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  su^estion  should  be 
defrayed  out  of  a  reserved  per  centage  upon  the  present  Free  School  appro^ 
piiation;  tiius  saving  additbnal  drafts  of  motiey  from  the  Treasury,  and 
waking  ^e  Free  School  Fund  correct,  ultimately,  the  abuses  and  defects  of 
the  present  system. 

t  had  the  honor  at  your  last  session,  to  submit  to  you  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Railroad  enterprise,  and  abo  certain  suggestions 
wMl  legaid  to  improvements  in  the  State  Aqrlum  for  the  Insane.  Upon 
these  two  subjects  my  opinions,  then  expressed,  remain  linchanged ;  but  I 
Ibrbear  to  j^^ess  them  upon  your  conddei^on  for  reasons  which  are  obvious 
to  you  and  which  you  will  not  fail  to  appreciate. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Asylum  I  herewidi  submit  for  your  perusal  and 
carefkl  consideration  an  elaborate  statement  from  the  able  physician  of  ihe 
Ihstitution,  whose  long  experience  and  thorough  investigation  of  the  sulyject 
entitles  his  opinions  to  the  highest  respect  and  credit.  It  presents  such  a 
variety  of  frnts  and  arguments,  as  cannot  be  (unbraced,  even  were  it  deeirabley 
in  ihe  limited  space  of  an  annual  message.  I  entreat  your  examination  of 
them  as  authority  at  some  fviture  day  for  your  aetion  upon  this  subject.  One 
ftct  appears  to  me  to  be  indisputable,  that  it  would  be  erroneous  policy  on 
the  part  of  the  State  to  expend  amy  farther  suins  upon  the  {Mresent  pr^nisas 
and  location,  beyond  the  nsual  annual  appropriation,  but  reserve  its  means 
loir  a  ftitvre  occasion  when  radical  changes  may  be  regarded  as  indispensable, 
finr  ihe  greater  comfort  and  benefit  of  the  unhappy  odcupasnto  of  that  cheer- 
less abode. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Railroad,  I  beg,  with  the  greatest 
defbrenoe,  your  attention  to  two  enquirtes.  First.  Should  the  ent^prise  be 
•ataidetted  for  die  want  of  ftinds  to  contmue  it,  whedier  the  Kmitatiotts 
attached  to  the  agreements  between  the  several  companies  in  tMr  amalgam- 
into  one,  will  not  eventuate  in  a  separatidn ;  and  if  so  whether  or  hot, 
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Aore  u  a  pwbdMlity  oi  Uirfr  hmmg  ever  egu  iwtod,  »  ae  Id  i 
Moe  eiTMtegee  to  thii  SMe^  ia  the  neltor  oC  we 

8eo(md«  Whether,  in  the.eTettfc  <tf  alMhm  m  the  Bfaw  Bi^  Beiknei 
eoteri^riee,  there  ie  e  leeseoeUe  hope  thei  Necth  OuoliBa  wiH  elkw  aaj 
BfOed  Id  this  State,  imitiiig  with  one  ia  that,  to  eoaaeot  inlh  her  gnat  Beel 
leeding  across  the  AUe^ianiet  to  the  West,  esoept  wkh  neh  a  eheage  rf 
gnage  or  ihe  snbetitiitaeQ  <^  edier  cUfionltMy  as  will  £M«ver  pf^ve^  A/t 
people  of  this  State  firom  arsiling  thcMeolves  of  the  advantagea  of  tmde  with 
the  Tidlejs  ot  the  W«t  through  that  duumel.  Theee  an  sedona  eonaimi 
taoBSy  sad  are  worthy  of  your^griFeet  inqaiiy.  My  owa  ooBTietioii  ia,  Ani 
the  adTanteges  whieh  we  now  possees  mider  present  <AsitMHi  eaae  ket^  tre 
kst  forever. 

I  haye  the  honor  to  lay  bef<Nre  you  a  letter  firou  His  Kieellonoy  the  G«f* 
ffmor  of  (Georgia,  aeemnpanied  by  the  report  of  a  Spsnitl  Joiat  CoaMttee 
of  the  Legiskture  of  that  Stato,  apon  the  subject  <tf  the  '<  MewMnl  of  thi 
Oity  Gooaeilof  Aogastaiardation  to  the  bridge  aciosi  the  Savattoak  imr" 
at  that  phce,  with  the  request  thst  I  would  sabmit  ihe  esiae  to  your  ew- 
sideraUon. 

At  your  kst  seesion,  I  was  iuBtructed,  in  cenjuaetion  with  the  \iterBfj 
QenenJ,  to  take  smdi  steps  as  were  neoeeeaiy  on  the  part  ef  tfaia  State  H 
aohmit  the  questions  at  issue  between  herself  aad  the  State  of  Geoigia  ipea 
the  subjeet  of  boundary  on  the  Savannah  river  to  the  a^judieatiea  of  the 
8u}Hreme  Gouit  id  the  United  States.  In  oeafonnity  with  this  iagwairieB, 
I  addreeeed  a  oommunication  to  His  SzoeUeacy  the  Qoveroer  of  thai-SM^ 
invitmg  his  co-operation  in  this  measure.  I  have  not  yet  reeeived  a  iqiiy; 
but  earnestly  hope  that  the  ^pnety  of  eaeh  a  iftep  will  be  eonoeded,  as  At 
easiest  and  most  equitaUe  mode  of  adjusting  this  long-standing  question. 
-  In  April  last  a  very  large  and  harmonioos  Oomiaereial  Conveatioft  «M 
held  in  the  city  of  CharlestOD,  which  took  obtain  iaitktofy  steps,  —flag 
various  other  measures,  towards  thoformatioa  of  the  Southern  Plaeiie  Bail- 
read  Company.  The  Committees  appointed  by  the  Ceavei^MO  have  seb 
mitted  the  f<rai  of  an  Act  of  Incorporation  <^  die  said  Boad  to  be  adqptel 
by  the  Southmi  States.  I  herewith  subau*  it;  together  widi  other  papen 
eonneoted  therewith^  to  your  inspectbm  and  oonsidtfatioa. 

I  also  transmit  to  you  certain  Besolatiens  &om  the  L^islatuieof  Cea- 
neotieut  and  Bhode  Island;  also  obtain  decrees,  r^^alations,  and  iaoti^etiaw 
by  His  Majesty  the  Epiperor  of  the  French,  in  rektion  to  the  Unmml 
Eahibitioa  to  be  hdd  in  Puis  in  1855.  Thk  kttor  paper  was  ofiokUy  6r- 
warded  to  me  tbloagh  the  Seeretaiy  of  Stato  of  the  United  States^  aad  I 
have  aeoordiagly  appointed  three  CnmaiiseiopeiB  to  take  ehaige  of  saeh  pBh 
4uets  and  other  articles  from  this  Stato  as  jpiay  be  intended  for  eahihitaott. 

J  would  agaaa  call  your  attention  to  the  ecmditioa  of  our  < 
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regud  to  the  introdootion  of  free  pexsoas  of  color  emjdojed  as  maiineis  or 
odierwise  on  board  of  veesels  trading  with  our  seaports. 

You  are,  of  course,  aware  that  some  of  these  provisions  hare  long  proved 
a  source  of  dissatisfaction,  and  have  even  been  regarded  by  friendlj  powers 
as  to  some  extent  inconsistent  inth  our  international  obligi^ns.  The 
.^cienej,  too,  of  the  present  r^ulation  for,  the  purposes  designed  has  been 
doubted  by  many  who  have  given  some  attention  to  the  subject.  Various 
circumstances,  to  which  it  is  now  unnecessary  to  allude,  seemed  (jpr  a  time 
to  render  any  alteration  inopportune.  I  would,  however,  recommend  it  as  a 
subject  worthy  of  consideration  on  your  part^  whether  some  judicious  modi- 
fications may  not  at  the  present  time  be  adopted — and  whether,  while 
providing  sufficiently  against  any  attempt  at  mischievous  interference  on  the 
part  of  such  persons,  and  vesting  power  in  the  municipal  authorities  to  en- 
force all  proper  police  regulations,  the  object  in  view  may  not  be  effected  in 
a  mode  less  offensive  to  other  governments.  Other  States  which  had 
adopted  similar  provisions  have  modified  their  enactments  without,  as  1  have 
been  informed,  experiencing  any  pernicious  consequences. 

While  we  could  never  consent  to  surrender  or  impair  our  right  to  treat  the 
subject  with  a  view  exclusively  to  our  own  sense  of  policy  and  expediency, 
it  is  at  the  same  time  I  think  becoming  to  make  proper  conc^iqns,  consis- 
tent with  this,  to  what  may  be  fairly  regarded  as  only  an  attitude  of  friendly 
remonstrance. 

At  your  last  session  you  passed  a  very  important  Act  relative  to  the  re- 
gistration of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages.  As  the  appointment  of 
B^pBtrars  took  place  after  many  of  the  Tax  Collectors  had  commenced  their 
duties,  and  the  books  and  formidas  required  time  for  their  prq>aration,  the 
return  has  been  an  imperfect  one.  I  herewith  send  you  the  Beport  of  the 
Begistrars,  and  invite  your  attention  to  the  suggestions  for  such  modification 
pi  the  law  as  will  increase  its  efficiency  and  valuable  results.  No  appro- 
priation having  been  made  for  carrying  out  the  Act,  it  became  necessary  for 
me  to  charge  the  ContiDgent  Fund  with  the  necessary  expenditure  for  books 
and  schedules.  ^ 

As  a  constituent  part  of  the  American  Confederate  Bepublic,  the  existing 
aspect  of  our  foreign  relations  is  a  flatter  of  deep  interest,  and  requires  from 
you  watchfulness  and  solicitude.  The  laws  of  comity,  which  regulate  the 
intercourse  of  nations,  a  discreet  and  sound  policy  towards  ourselves,  and  the 
good  faith  to  be  observed  in  maintaining  the  terms  of  treaties,  should  make 
this  nation  carefully  avoid  both  the  reality  and  appearance  of  attempting, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  grasp  any  portion  of  foreign  dominion.  Whatever 
can  be  effected  that  is  desirable  for  the  country  to  achieve,  by  open  treaty 
with  a  distinct  and  separate  power,  is  a  question  of  policy  alone,  to  whioh 
there  can  be  no  objection;  but  beyond  this  the  government  has  no  right  to 
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go,  whether  ifaaroagfa  the  agency  of  unlawful  enterprises  at  hcmie,  or  bds- 
creet  and  anomalous  ministerial  interference  abroad. 

Events  are  transpiring  in  portions  of  this  Confederacy  which  are  well  cal- 
culated lo  arrest  the  attention  and  excite  the  vigilance  of  the  Southern  peopk. 
The  results  of  the  late  popular  elections  in  certain  sections  of  the  Uniofi 
threaten  yet  more  seriously  to  disturb  the  repose,  which  for  a  brief  perioi 
has  existed.  Those  who  maintained  just  and  constitutional  views  of  GoTen- 
ment  policy  have  been  rudely  thrown  aside,  and  politicians  retoned  to 
office  who  entertain  sentiments  destructive  to  the  duration  of  this  TJdiod. 
It  is  a  significant  indication  of  the  times,  when  certain  individuals  and  Stais 
have  the  hardihood  to  select  from  the  Constitution  such  portions  as  sabsem 
their  own  dangerous  and  disorganizing  views,  and  reject  otiiers  to  wliid 
they  are  opposed ;  conduct  which,  if  fully  carried  out,  vrould  create  dte 
worst  sort  of  despotism.  These  indications  cannot  be  disregarded  bj  ^ 
Southern  people,  and  are  of  the  deepest  interest  to  the  whole  Confedenej. 
The  man  does  not  live  who  can  tell  the  results  of  a  separation  of  these  States; 
but  no  people  possessing  a  constitutional  government  deserve  to  enjoj  ill 
blessings,  if  they  are  not  prepared  ultimately  to  risk  all  the  consequences  of 
it.  But  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  thb  Commonwealth,  and  looking  to  tto 
issues,  the  last  thing  that  I  would  advise  would  be  violence,  intcmpcnnoej 
or  precipitation.  Cidm  deliberation  before  action  is  essentially  tiie  best  d^ 
ment  of  success  in  great  movements.  As  a  fundamental  proposition,  Aoe 
States  hlid  before  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  haveDOV, 
constitutional  organizations,  capable  of  performing  all  tiie  functions  of  inde- 
pendent governments ;  and  have  the  power,  under  a  cordial  understan&g, 
not  only  to  protect  themselves  effectually,  but,  by  a  concert  of  action,  to  pre- 
serve the  Federal  Grovemment  also ;  and  it  wotdd  be  a  noble  exercise  of  i^ 
by  exhibiting  a  perfect  union  of  feeling,  sentiment  and  interest,  to  aneet  its 
rapid  march  towards  the  licentiousness  and  anarchy  which  otherwise  soirfj 
await  it. 

Discarding  all  State  and  political  jealousy,  let  the  rulers  and  pubKc  ib«J 
of  the  South  unite  upon  this  great  principle  of  conservatism  and  presem* 
tion,  and  the  Constitution  and  the  Union  are  safe ;  without  such  union,  «D 
is  lost.  • 

I  devoutly  commend  you,  gentlemen,  to  the  protection  of  tiiat  Potef; 
who  binds  those  whom  He  loves  by  the  closest  bonds  of  affection,  and  dis- 
perses those  whom  He  condemns  because  they  forget  him.

to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile  on  said  sec^ 
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tion,  which  hoods  shall  be  pajihk  at  tmA  pboe  in  the  Ui 
the  President  of  the  Company  mmj  designate,  bearing  an  intciQii  of  sii 
per  oentnm  per  annum,  payable  semi-annnally,  and  not  hftrki^  moiB  than 
twenty  yean  to  mature. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  bonds  before  specified  shall  -not  be  waed  hf  aaid  Gom- 
pany  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  pioenriBg  the  inm  railS)  eluuia^  V^^ 
and  equipments  for  said  section  of  said  Koad^  and  k^  fuMmgdown  said  im 
rails,  and  the  Gt>Temor  shall  not  issue  the  mme^  unless  upon  the  afidarit  d 
said  President,  and  a  Besolution  <^  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  BireetoiB,  iv 
the  time  being ;  that  said  bonds  shall  not  be  used  &r  any  olher  pmrpoae  thai 
for  procuring  the  said  iron  rails,  chairs,  spikes  and  equSpmenfeB  iar  and  ate- 
tion,  and  for  putting  down  said  iron  rails ;  and  the  GoTemor  akafl  haw 
power  to  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  act  under,  in  eonjunetieo  iriA  said  Re- 
sident, in  n^oCiating  said  bonds  for  the  purposes  aftoresaid,  and  to  act  in 
any  other  matter  pertaining  to  said  Company,  where  &e  u^erest  of  die 
State,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Crovemor,  may  require  it.

And 
when  the  whole  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  the  State  of  Sonth  Garolinit 
shall  be  inyested  with  a  lien  without  a  deed  6om  the  GompaBj  upon  the  en* 
tire  road,  incloding  the  stock,  right  of  way,  grading,  bridges,  masonry,  iron 
rails,  spikes,  chairs,  and  the  whde  saperstoefore  and  equipments,  and  all  the 
property  owned  by  the  Company,  as  incident  to,  or  necessary  for  its  bufilness; 
and  all  depots  and  depot  stations,  for  the  payment  of  all  of  said  bonds  issued 
to  the^  Oompany,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  and  for  the  interest  accruing  onr 
said  bonds.
